Social Security Benefits Expedited

WASHINGTON - Social 
Security benefits could reach 
persons infected with the 
AIDS virus faster under rule 
changes announced Dec. 17 
by the Department of Health 
and Human Services. 

Local offices of the Social 
Security Administration now 
have authority to provide 
“presumptive disability” pay¬ 
ments to persons who are in¬ 
fected with the human im¬ 
munodeficiency virus. 

Previously, a person would 


have to be diagnosed with 
AIDS, the full manifestation 
of HIV infection, before such 
payments could be autho¬ 
rized. 

This authority provides for 
cash benefits to be paid for 
up to six months, until a for¬ 
mal decision, to applicants 
likely to be found disabled. 

The agency also has re¬ 
vised its criteria for evaluat¬ 
ing HIV infection to account 
for new knowledge about the 
virus and the disabilities it 
causes. 

“The intent of these 


changes is to facilitate the 
identification of severely im¬ 
paired individuals who have 
HIV infection to ensure the 
most rapid and accurate deliv¬ 
ery of benefits possible,” 
Health and Human Services 
Secretary Louis Sullivan said 
in a statement. 

The time to process Social 
Security benefits claims previ¬ 
ously could result in a pa¬ 
tient’s death before a benefits 
decision was reached. 

Benefits may be available 
under the Social Security Dis¬ 
ability Insurance program. 


Court Backs 
Lesbian in 
Custody Fight

Ruling that Karen Thomp¬ 
son and Sharon Kowalski are 
“a family of affinity which 
ought to be accorded respect,” 
the Minnesota Court of Ap¬ 
peals ended a bitter seven- 
year dispute over Kowalski’s 
custody on Dec. 17. 

Kowalski, a former physi¬ 
cal education coach, suffered 
massive brain damage fol¬ 
lowing a 1983 car accident 
that left her a quadriplegic. 

The couple had been 
lovers for some time, but 
Kowalski’s father, Donald, 
sued for custody in 1984, 
denying that his daughter 
was a lesbian. He refused to 
allow Thompson any contact 


with Thompson. 

Although Thompson won 
some visitation rights and 
Kowalski consistently said 
she wanted to live with 
Karen, Minnesota District 
Court Judge Robert Campbell 
last year awarded Kowalski’s 
guardianship to Karen 
Tomberlin, her former high 
school track coach. 

The Court of Appeal found 
Campbell’s rulings in the case 
in error. 

“This is truly a great day 
for Sharon and for the cause 
of justice and equality and 
women, lesbians, gay men 
and for the handicapped,” 
said Thompson’s attorney, 
M. Sue Wilson.

More Evidence for 
Gay Genetic Link

EVANSTON, Ill. - Genet¬ 
ics may play an important 
role in a person’s sexual ori¬ 
entation, according to the re¬ 
sults of a Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity study released Dec. 15. 

The research, published in 
the December issue of the 
Archives of General Psychia¬ 
try , found that the twin 
brothers of gay identical 
twins had a higher percentage 
of being gay than fraternal 
twins, and an even higher 
percentage than the adoptive 
brothers of gay men. 

Researchers said they re¬ 
cruited gay men who were 
raised with twin or adoptive 


brothers for the study in an 
attempt to determine the 
prevalence of homosexuality 
among siblings with identical, 
similar and dissimilar genes. 

The gay brothers who re¬ 
sponded to an advertisement 
placed by researchers includ¬ 
ed 55 identical twins, 54 fra¬ 
ternal twins and 46 men with 
adoptive brothers. 

The results of the research 
found the twin brothers of 
gay identical twins had the 
greatest percentage of homo¬ 
sexuals among the three 
groups of siblings, with 52 
percent of 56 identical twin 
brothers gay. 

Researchers found that 22

'Examiner' Refuses, 
Accepts Safe-Sex Ad

The San Francisco Exam¬ 
iner’s managing editor is un¬ 
der fire for remarks she 
made during a flap concern¬ 
ing a controversial safe-sex 
advertisement. 

Pamela Brunger Scott’s 
comments justifying the pa¬ 
per’s initial refusal this week 
to run an AIDS Foundation 
safe sex ad have been de¬ 
nounced by gay and AIDS ac¬ 
tivists as anti-gay. 

The ad, which shows a 
heterosexual couple embrac¬ 
ing and a gay male couple 
embracing. The straight man 
is resting his head on the 
woman’s breasts and looking 
at the camera. 


Late Dec. 17 the Examin¬ 
er decided to run the ad. 

“Sex is a healthy and pro¬ 
ductive form of expression. It 
is a way for us to communi¬ 
cate. It gives pleasure. Sex is 
a necessary and joyful part of 
the human experience,” the 
ad’s copy reads. 

The text of the ad is over¬ 
laid on images of the hugging 
couples under a caption 
declaring “Sex is Good.” 

“If you have sex, you have 
responsibilities, too,” the ad 
continues. It goes on to deliv¬ 
er a safe-sex message and 
urges people to be tested and 
treated for sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases and HIV infec¬ 
tion.

Religious Exemption May 
Undermine Unruh Protections

LOS ANGELES - A 
broad coalition of civil rights, 
religious and housing groups 
held a news conference Dec. 
11 to denounce a ruling by 
the state Court of Appeal that 
allows a landlord to discrimi¬ 
nate against renters if that 
discrimination is based on a 
“sincerely held religious be¬ 
lief.” 

The court’s decision, said 
American Civil Liberties 
Union attorney Jon Davidson, 
threatens to undermine the 
Unruh Civil Rights Act, 
which prohibits arbitrary dis¬ 
crimination. 

The court’s decision is the 
most recent result of a four- 
year-old case in which Verna 
Terry complained to the Fair 
Employment and Housing 
Commission that John and 
Agnes Donahues would not 
rent an apartment to Terry 
and her live-in boyfriend be¬ 
cause they were unmarried. 

The Donahues claimed 
that by renting to Terry they 
were facilitating “out of wed¬ 
lock fornication,” which their 
Catholic religion told them is 
a sin. 

In the original suit, the 
FEHC sided with Terry and 
awarded her $7,480 in 1988. 
The Donahue’s appealed that 
decision and the Court of Ap¬ 
peal ruled that the state’s “in¬ 
terest in protecting unmarried 
co-habitating couples from 
discrimination is not such a 
paramount and compelling 
state interest as to outweigh 
the Donahues’ legitimate as¬ 
sertion of their right to free 
exercise of religion under the 
California state Constitution.” 

Attorney Thomas F. Cole¬ 
man, who represents Terry, 
said that he is seeking a re¬ 
hearing for the case. He is be¬ 
ing joined in that petition by 
the ACLU and San Francisco 
District Attorney Arlo Smith, 
among others. 

Coleman and the represen¬ 
tatives from the other groups 
all noted that not just single 
heterosexuals are at risk here, 
but lesbians and gays who are 
not permitted legal mar¬ 
riages and therefore not pro¬ 
tected under the “marital sta¬ 
tus” part of state housing 
laws. 

By creating a “religious ex-

emption” to the Unruh Civil 
Rights Act, which prohibits 
arbitrary discrimination, any¬ 
one in a roommate situation 
(including the elderly), anyone 
determined to be offending 
the religious beliefs of the 
landlords is at risk of being 
refused an apartment or of 
being evicted, according to 
Davidson. 

“Privacy goes out the win¬ 
dow,” Coleman said. “When 
you add up the numbers, we 
are talking about the majority 
of adults in California who 
will lose their privacy if this 
decision stands,” Coleman 
said. ▼ 


Biased Landlord 
Ruling Challenged

San Francisco District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith has filed a 
petition for the rehearing of a 
recent appellate court ruling 
that allows a landlord to 
refuse to rent to unmarried 
couples. 

Smith’s petition follows 
last month’s ruling by the 
Court of Appeal in the Sec¬ 
ond Appellate District in Los 
Angeles that a landlord could 
decide not to rent to an un¬ 
married couple on the 
grounds that such an act vio¬ 
lates his religious beliefs. 

“If this decision is allowed 
to stand, there is seemingly 
no limit to the exemptions 
that will be granted landlords 
from the anti-discrimination 
law,” Smith said. “It could al¬ 
low discrimination against 
persons because of their sex¬ 
ual orientation, because of be¬ 
ing divorced and even be¬ 
cause they belonged to a reli¬ 
gious group that offended the 
religion of the landlord.” 

Smith asked the court to 
rehear the case of Donahue vs. 
Fair Employment and Hous¬ 
ing Commission. 

Smith said that “there is a 
compelling interest” in pro¬ 
tecting tenants from discrim¬ 
ination because of the “crucial 
need for shelter that out-

weighs uie interest of a land¬ 
lord in his religious beliefs 
when he inserts himself into 
the commercial arena.” 

According to the district 
attorney, a tenant has no 
choice except to seek shelter, 
and the landlord is in a com¬ 
mercial venture and voluntar¬ 
ily advertises his property 
and “has no expectation that 
his religion will prevail over 
public policy.” 

Smith vows to appeal the 
matter to the California state 
Supreme Court if the Second 
Appellate Court refuses to re¬ 
hear the matter. ▼

Group Circulating Petitions 
For 'Death with Dignity Act'

This week Ryland Jones 
threw in the towel after a 14- 
month battle with AIDS. 
Down to 85 pounds on his 
six-foot frame and suffering 
uncontrollable constant diar¬ 
rhea and stomach cramps, 
Jones quietly ended his own 
life at home. 

Jones’ suicide fit in with 
his long-held belief about vol¬ 
untary euthanasia for the ter¬ 
minally ill. 

“The right to die is one of 
the greatest expressions of 
the right to self-determina¬ 
tion,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

But Jones faced a problem 
in exercising his final deci¬ 
sion: Assisting in a suicide, 
even of one who is terminally 
ill, is illegal. Many doctors in 
particular shun it because of 
the ethical and professional is¬ 
sues it raises. 

“Physician-assisted suicide 


is our dream and hope,” Jones 
said. “That would create a 
controlled situation, where a 
lethal drug is available for a 
quick and easy death. As it is, 
I’m going to take my combi¬ 
nation of barbituates and nar¬ 
cotics in a glass of cranberry 
juice, lie down and hope that 
I didn’t make a mistake.” 

Officially, Jones’ body was 
found later in the day by his 
mother. If anyone was with 
him at the time of his death, 
they were not about to admit 
it publicly. 

In the future those choos¬ 
ing suicide may get the help 
they’re seeking if Californians 
against Human Suffering has 
its way. The group is circulat¬ 
ing petitions for an initiative 
known as the “California 
Death With Dignity Act.” 

The act would allow indi¬ 
viduals to sign a written state¬ 
ment asking for a doctor’s aid 
in ending their life in a “pain¬ 
less, humane and dignified 


manner.” The doctor would 
either carry out the procedure 
him or herself or provide the 
patient the means to do it 
alone. 

Before the patient’s in¬ 
structions can be carried out, 
two physicians would have to 
certify that the person was 
terminally ill and likely to die 
within six months. Doctors 
could further request a psy¬ 
chological examination if con¬ 
cerned about the patient’s 
mental competence. 

Assisted deaths under 
these conditions would not be 
deemed suicide for any pur¬ 
pose, including insurance ben¬ 
efit determinations. 

The act essentially is tar¬ 
geting a limited number of 
people, those who are ex¬ 
tremely sick but still aware 
enough to make a conscious 
decision to die. 

“You don’t kill yourself be¬ 
cause you’re terminally ill,

Lesbian Named Presbyterian Pastor

A Marin County lesbian 
minister has been named as 
the first openly homosexual 
pastor to be hired by a con¬ 
gregation of the Presbyterian 
Church USA. 

The Rev. Jane Adams 
Spahr, executive director of 
the Ministry of Light in San 
Anselmo, will answer to her 
new calling as co-pastor of the 
Downtown United Presbyte¬ 
rian Church of Rochester, 
N.Y., on April 1. 

The Rochester church is 
part of a network of 45 Pres¬ 
byterian churches nationwide 
that consider themselves 
“More Light Churches” be¬ 
cause they are open to anyone 
regardless of sexual orienta¬ 
tion or affectional preference. 

Although Rev. Spahr is 
passionate about her new as¬ 
signment and what she plans 
to bring to it, she admits she 
doesn’t quite know what to 
expect. She says it is “another 
opportunity for me to share

what it is to be lesbian.” 

Spahr’s hiring comes just 
six months after the nearly 3 
million-member church debat¬ 
ed the issue of homosexuality 
in the church and whether or 
not it should allow openly gay 


men and women to be or¬ 
dained. The church over¬ 
whelmingly voted to reaffirm 
the 1978 doctrine that “self-ac¬ 
knowledged, practicing gay 
and lesbian persons” be 
barred from ordination. 

In 1978 the general assem¬ 
bly of the national Presbyteri¬ 
an Church made it illegal for 
openly gay or lesbian persons 
to become ordained. 

The hiring of Spahr is le¬ 
gal because the general as¬ 
sembly also ruled that year 
that ministers ordained prior 
to 1978 could remain active. 
Spahr, 49, and a graduate of 
the San Francisco Theologi¬ 
cal Seminary in Marin Coun¬ 
ty, was ordained in. 1974. 

Spahr called her new job 
“a real step toward justice 
and inclusiveness for our les¬ 
bian, gay and bisexual com¬ 
munity all across the country 
who, in the past, have been 
wrongly shut out.” 

Spahr made her sexual ori¬ 
entation public in 1980 and,

Sadie Faces Charges 
In Concord Election 


ACT UP Meets With 
Mayor-Elect Jordan

Gil Block, also known as 
Sadie, Sadie, The Rabbi 
Lady, will be arraigned Dec. 
23 on misdemeanor charges 
of falsely stating that he resid¬ 
ed in Concord for election 
purposes. 

Block placed next to last in 
November’s Concord City 
Council elections. 

The charges lodged by the 
Concord City Attorney allege* 
that Block violated state elec¬ 
tion codes by stating that he 
was a legal resident of Con¬ 
cord when he actually resides 
in San Francisco. 

He faces up to a year in 
jail and a $1,000 fine if 
convicted on the charges. 

"I’ve been advised by my 
attorney not to discuss the 
charge,” Block told the Bay 
Area Reporter. f 

He expressed surprise that 
Concord city officials decided 
to proceed with criminal 
charges in the matter and said 
that his attorney was “in ne¬ 


gotiation” with prosecutors 
about how to proceed. 

At the time of arraign¬ 
ment, Block will have to en¬ 
ter a plea to the charges. 

The flashy transvestite re¬ 
ceived 1,200 votes in the Nov. 
5 election and abundant me¬ 
dia attention on his campaign, 
which he used as a platform 
to criticize Measure M, an ini¬ 
tiative that stripped gays and 
lesbians of civil rights protec¬ 
tions under the Concord hu¬ 
man rights ordinance. 

That measure, which sur¬ 
vived a recount earlier this 
month, passed but has not 
been implemented following 
lawsuits challenging its consti¬ 
tutionality. 

Right-wing religious funda¬ 
mentalist the Rev. Lloyd 
Mashore, pastor of the Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition-linked 
Concord Christian Center, 
was involved in a similar elec¬ 
tion flap two years ago. 

Mashore’s election to a 
seat on the council was chal¬ 
lenged in a lawsuit after it

was alleged that he actually 
lived in Clayton, a nearby 
town, during the race. 

Mashore is appealing a Su¬ 
perior Court decision ruling 
that he was not a legal resi¬ 
dent when he ran forUhe 
post. He remains on the coun¬ 
cil during the appeal. 

No criminal charges were 
brought against Mashore. V

Despite his widely quoted 
comment that he “would nev¬ 
er talk to ACT UP,” Mayor- 
elect Frank Jordan met with 
the City Hall Issues Commit¬ 
tee of ACT UP/Golden Gate 
on Dec. 9, the day before he 
won the runoff election. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate 
asked that Jordan, if elected, 
maintain regular communica¬ 
tion with community activists. 
Jordan said that he would 
meet with ACT UP every 30 
days, if necessary. 

He also promised to seek 
activist input in forming com¬ 
missions, and said that he 
would establish a needle-ex¬ 
change program within two 
days of taking office as may¬ 
or, even though this would re¬ 
quire declaring a state of 
emergency on a weekly basis 
to over-ride laws against nee¬ 
dle distribution. 

“I will declare a state of 
emergency, and re-declare it 
every seven days if neces¬ 


sary,” Jordan said. 

When asked how he would 
square this aggressive stand 
with mentor Quentin Kopp’s 
outspoken opposition to nee¬ 
dle exchanges, Jordan replied, 
“I don’t discuss this with 
Quentin Kopp.” 

CHIC members were en¬ 
couraged by the meeting, es¬ 
pecially given Jordan’s previ¬ 
ous reluctance to talk with ac¬ 
tivists. Many feel that, if he’s 
sincere, Jordan will be a good 
ally in the fight against AIDS. 

“It was a good beginning,” 
said CHIC member Jerry 
Windley. “He’s made a lot of 
promises. ACT UP will be 
there to see that he delivers.” 

However, some activists 
expressed dismay at Jordan’s 
early appointments to his 
transition committee. They 
have described the appointees 
— Jean Harris, T.J. Anthony, 
Ralph Perry — as “traditional 
gay hacks,” and deplored the 
absence of any AIDS ac¬ 
tivists. ▼

Supes Endorse Gay Initiative 

The San Francisco Board of Supervisors voted this week 
to endorse a statewide ballot initiative slated for the 
November 1992 election, which would ban employment 
discrimination based on sexual orientation. The proposed 
measure would add job discrimination based on sexual ori¬ 
entation into the Fair Employment and Housing Act. The 
initiative would affect both public and private employers 
with the exceptions of religious organizations. In order to 
qualify for the ballot, supporters of the measure will have 
gather 385,000 valid signatures by mid-April of next year. 

A grass-roots group has formed to organize the statewide 
petition drive.

Sweep 

Rulec 

'Proper'

Acting Office of Citizen 
Complaints Director Eileen 
Luna ruled last week that the 
Oct. 6, 1989 police sweep of 
the Castro neighborhood dur¬ 
ing a confrontation between 
AIDS activists and the police 
was “proper conduct.” 

In the sweep, hundreds of 
pedestrians and patrons of 
restaurants, bars and stores in 
the Castro were temporarily 
held under house arrest after 
an order was given to clear 
the streets. 

Luna’s ruling followed a 
“finding of fact” by an inde¬ 
pendent hearing officer who 
concluded that police fol¬ 
lowed established policies 
and guidelines in the incident. 

Under OCC regulations, 
records of that independent 
hearing review are confiden¬ 
tial. 

William Terhaydeq, the in¬ 
dependent hearing officer, is 
an attorney for Littler, 
Mendelson, Fastiff and Tichy. 

Gay and civil rights ac¬ 
tivists immediately de¬ 
nounced the ruling and the in¬ 
vestigation that led to it. 

“It sure seemed like exces¬ 
sive force to me,” Supervisor 
Carole Migden said. “There 
should be disclosure in these 
rulings on critical issues that 
affect constituent groups in 
the city.” 

Attorney Ann Brick, staff 
counsel for the American Civ¬ 
il Liberties Union, called the 
ruling an “absolute violation 
of civil rights” and said she 
“was baffled.” 

“We were very surprised 
by the ruling and can’t figure 
out how what the police did 
was proper conduct,” Brick 
said. “There are no avenues 
left in terms of the Office of 
Citizen Complaints, but the is-

Happy Holidays 

A s the fall season gives way to the first chill of winter 
and the holiday season, it’s a good time to take a break 
from the business of the day. 1991 has not been an 
easy year for the gay and lesbian community in San 
Francisco. AB 101 was vetoed, several members of our com¬ 
munity face criminal charges in the anti-Gov. Wilson riot at the 
State Building! and the AIDS epidemic continues to take its 
toll, stealing our lovers and friends. We’ve lost a controversial 
but sincere friend in the Mayor’s Office. 

Our community is showing signs of wear and tear from the 
constant battles we wage against AIDS and homophobia. Par¬ 
ticipation in the activist group Queer Nation has dwindled so 
much in San Francisco that the local chapter has temporarily 
disbanded until March. It’s important for all of us to take a 
breather and celebrate during the holiday season. But while we 
do, please continue to remember those who are less fortunate. 
If you can, send a check to an AIDS charity or service organi¬ 
zation this holiday season. Without the work of groups like 
the AIDS Emergency Fund, the Gay Rescue Mission, Opera¬ 
tion Concern and 18th Street Services, many in our community 
would have no place to turn. 

The year ahead will likely be as rough. A major effort is un¬ 
der way to put a gay rights initiative on the November ballot, 
which will take considerable money and effort. George Bush 
is up for re-election, several supervisor seats will be open, and 
the fundamentalists will no doubt lob more curve balls our 
way. If the burnout and apathy in our community continues to 
broaden, we will be unsuccessful in meeting many of these 
challenges. So let it go this holiday season. Recharge the bat¬ 
teries for the battles ahead. 


Why We Needed AB 101 

S everal recent court rulings provide more evidence to 
support the argument that gays and lesbians need leg¬ 
islation like AB 101 to prevent discrimination in hous¬ 
ing and employment and guarantee us equal rights and 
representation under the law. 

The California Court of Appeal has ruled that landlords can 
discriminate against renters if that discrimination is based on 
a “sincerely held religious belief.” The court’s decision threat¬ 
ens to undermine the Unruh Civil Rights Act, which prohibits 
arbitrary discrimination. San Francisco District Attorney Arlo 
Smith has petitioned for a rehearing in the case, and we hope 
the court will reconsider its decision or the California Supreme 
Court will overturn the ruling. 

And an Aug. 26 decision by a Los Angeles Superior Court 
judge in which she dismissed a pending case, stating that the 
city of Los Angeles did not have the authority to pass a law 
prohibiting employment discrimination against lesbians and 
gay men, in effect invalidates local anti-discrimination ordi¬ 
nances. If the decision is upheld on appeal, it could invalidate 
the 16 local civil rights ordinances protecting lesbians and gay 
men in California’s cities* including Sacramento, San Francis¬ 
co, Berkeley and West Hollywood. 

Meanwhile, on the AIDS discrimination front, the Fifth Cir¬ 
cuit of the U.S. Court of Appeals has upheld the right of an 
employer with a self-funded health insurance plan to reduce 
maximum benefits for employees with AIDS from $1 million 
to $5,000. 

The case, McGann vs. H&H Music Co., arose after John Mc- 
Gann, an H&H employee, discovered he had AIDS in 1987. 
McGann informed his employer of his illness and began filing 
claims with the medical plan administrator. The lifetime max¬ 
imum benefit per employee on the medical plan was $1 mil¬ 
lion. Six months after the revelation H&H modified its med¬ 
ical plan by putting a lifetime maximum reimbursement cap 
on AIDS-related claims at $5,000. 

These cases show that when it comes to homosexuals 
and/or persons with HIV infection, judges and justices are go¬ 
ing to make rulings based on strict interpretations of the laws. 
Therefore, we must have laws that will guarantee us our 
rights. Are you listening Gov. Wilson?

Gay Initiative Campaign Is Under Way 


G ov. Pete Wilson’s Sep. 29 veto of AB 101 
was a stunning blow to the lesbian, gay 
and bisexual community. His action 
was a betrayal of our trust, a setback 
in the ongoing effort to secure and ensure our 
rights, and a devastating lesson in the poten¬ 
tial consequences of depending on political 
actors outside of our community to carry our 
agenda and act on our behalf. 

After a series of meetings and community 
forums here and in Los Angeles, a committed 
statewide grass-roots effort is under way to 
place a voter initiative on the Nov. 3,1992 ballot 
which will prohibit discrimination in employ¬ 
ment based on sexual orientation. The pro¬ 
posed bill follows the language of the measure 
vetoed by Wilson, and will add sexual orien¬ 
tation protections into the state Fair Employ¬ 
ment and Housing Act. This Act allows dis¬ 
crimination cases to be heard through admin¬ 
istrative procedures — a process both faster 
and much less costly than suing through the 
courts. 

Certainly, the task facing us is monumental. 
We must gather 600,000 signatures by mid- 
April to qualify for the November election, and 
must then succeed in convincing a majority of 
California voters that this is a cause worth sup¬ 
porting. We will have to raise millions of dol¬ 
lars to effectively place our message in front 
of the voters. 

The reasons to move ahead, however, are 
overwhelming. This is an affirmative, pro¬ 
active effort by our community to secure rights 
on our own behalf. If we succeed, we will 
definitely and statutorily ensure the protection 
of lesbians, gays and bisexuals against work¬ 
place discrimination, so that we no longer have 
to search for our rights in shifting court deci¬ 
sions. Through public affirmation, we will 
have made an inestimable gain in self-esteem 
and in the positive image of our community 


in California and across the nation. We will 
have helped gays, lesbians and bisexuals 
organize in their cities and towns throughout 
the state, and will have created a statewide net¬ 
work for political action on issues of concern 
to our community. We will have taken control 
of our agenda and our timing, and will have 
stopped waiting for other people to decide our 
destiny. 

Efforts are under way to move forward with 
this measure. The language of the initiative 
has been approved by the Attorney General’s 
Office, and signature petitions have been 
printed. Groups are coming together to work 
on the initiative in areas throughout Califor¬ 
nia as well as in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. A statewide coalition to coordinate 
the campaign is in formation. 

With enough support within our commu¬ 
nity, this initiative is winnable. Public opinion 
polls show strong initial support for protection 
for lesbians and gays against employment dis¬ 
crimination. We must mobilize now to circu¬ 
late and sign petitions in the next four months 
to place the measure on the ballot. We must 
start raising the funds required to make our 
voice heard and our message clear. Your help 
and your ideas are needed now. 

The campaign office is located at 1586 Mar¬ 
ket Street (the former No on K office), at 12th 
Street. Please join us for our first community 
mobilization on Saturday, Dec. 21 at 10 a.m. 
to circulate petitions to place the initiative on 
the ballot.

AIDS, Discrimination and the Military 

The Bay Area Physicians for Human Rights 
adamantly opposes the recent ruling of U.S. District 
Court Judge Oliver Gasch. The decision is a particular¬ 
ly appalling example of evasive discrimination against 
gay men and lesbians in our society. 

In his ruling, Judge Gasch used the argument of 
AIDS prevention as a rationale for the U.S. military’s 
contined exclusion of homosexuals. As health-care 
providers intimately involved in halting the spread of 
the AIDS virus, BAPHR finds it outrageous that Judge 
Gasch misused this issue to perpetuate injustice. It is 
not sexual orientation that raises risk for AIDS; it is 
the relative safety of a person’s sexual practices. That 
risk is shared by heterosexuals and homosexuals alike. 

Ironically, perhaps the safest sexual practices in 
terms of HIV transmission would be found among les¬ 
bians — a fact which further illustrates Judge Gasch’s 
confusion on the issues. 

We physicians have witnessed much discrimination 
as a result of society’s reaction to sexual orientation 
and infection. We are particularly saddened that this 
judge manages to link both these issues together in 
a confused and contorted defense of a wrongful policy. 

The challenge against this outdated and misguid¬ 
ed military policy must continue until reason and 
justice prevail.

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Nolan Campaign in Full Swing

San Mateo County Board 
of Supervisors President Tom 
Nolan shifted his campaign 
for a congressional seat into 
high gear with a holiday par¬ 
ty and rally at the Plumbers’ 
Hall in Burlingame. 

About 100 of his strongest 
supporters contributed to his 
campaign coffers and gath¬ 
ered to hear his intentions as 
the gay man who has been a 
supervisor for the past seven 
years. 

Nolan spelled out his polit¬ 
ical record and emphasized 
his goals if he is elected a 
U.S. congressman from the 
12th District of California. 

He pledged to make AIDS 
a top priority and to extend 
and improve the national ef¬ 
fort against the disease. 

Pointing ironically to Re¬ 
publican President Bush’s 
statement that the total U.S. 
effort lacks leadership, Demo¬ 
crat Nolan said, “I intend to 
supply that leadership.” 

Returning to what he calls 
his stewardship on the county

Board of Supervisors, on 
which he has twice served as 
president, Nolan pointed to 
his successes in the trans¬ 
portation sector. 

He cited the tough prob¬ 
lems with which he has had 
to wrestle in dealing with oth¬ 
er Bay Area governments, re¬ 
minding supporters that he 


helped bring about the 
BART extension to the San 
Francisco International Air¬ 
port and the purchase of Cal- 
train right of way from the 
South Bay to the city. 

Nolan said that his very 
first objective in Congress 
will be to join with the 100 
other national legislators who 
have already signed on to co¬ 
sponsor the Gay Civil Rights 
Bill. 

“I will be highly pro-active 
on that effort and will recruit 
more sponsors,” he said. 

Asked how he will deal 
with the conservative, homo- 
phobic fellow members of the 
California delegation, Nolan 
said, “We will work in the 
Congress as equals, realizing 
that we all have to work for 
all the citizens.” 

With regard to Rep. 
William Dannemeyer, he 
said, “He is a dinosaur on his 
way out.” 

Nolan thinks the homopho¬ 
bic Orange County politico 
will be defeated in the senato-

sue hasn’t been resolved for 
all time. There is still civil lit¬ 
igation pending.” 

Brick represented the Rev. 
Jim Schexnayder, a com¬ 
plainant in the case. Schex¬ 
nayder, a Roman Catholic 
priest, had just finished din¬ 
ner at a Castro area restau¬ 
rant when the police order 
was given to clear the street 
or be arrested. 

Brick told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Schexnayder 
was held in Without Reserva¬ 
tions for half an hour as a po¬ 
lice guard stationed in front 
of the restaurant refused to al¬ 
low anyone to enter or exit. 

“He had nothing to do 
with the demonstration that 
night. He wasn’t even aware 
that it was happening until he 
turned the corner,” she said. 

The ACLU is critical of 
the Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints’ investigation into the 
police sweep, Brick said. 

“We believe it was an inad¬ 
equate investigation,’’she said. 
“For example, (the OCC) in¬ 


vestigated almost none of the 
complaints. There were a 
large number of complaints 
to the OCC. Those people 
with first-hand knowledge 
were never interviewed. The 
OCC just looked at written 
complaints and sought no ad¬ 
ditional details.” 

Gay rights attorney Walter 
Parsley, who last year de¬ 
nounced members of the Po¬ 
lice Commission as “toadies” 
for Mayor Art Agnos and said 
that the commissioners 
“didn’t wipe their asses with¬ 
out talking with Agnos first,” 
denounced the OCC process 
and Luna’s ruling. 

“I am extremely angry,” 
Parsley said. “I’m livid. Even 
Frank Jordan knew the sweep 
was improper. I’m not sur¬ 
prised the OCC hasn’t figured 
it out yet.” 

Parsley told the B.A.R. 
that the ruling means that the 
OCC will “do nothing” when 
future complainants raise the 
issue of police conduct to¬ 
ward demonstrators. 

Gerard Koskovich, a com¬ 
plainant in the case, called the 
ruling “homophobic” and said 
that “the fundamental mes¬ 
sage” was that there is no re¬ 


course in the OCC process if 
police invade a neighborhood. 

“We’ll have to satisfy jus¬ 
tice with our own hands 
rather than waste time with 
the complaint process,” he 
said. 

The ruling adds to the 
case’s complex history. Last 
January former OCC Director 
Michael Langer issued a pre¬ 
liminary ruling that the Oct. 6 
sweep conformed to San 
Francisco Police Department 
regulations. 

Langer’s decision was 
based on an investigation into 
the sweep by OCC investiga¬ 
tor Dianne Christensen, a 
one-time executive director of 
the lesbian and gay non-profit 
anti-violence group Communi¬ 
ty United Against Violence. 

However, a month later 
Langer granted complainants 
an investigative hearing in the 
case. ▼

Jordan Deserves a Chance 


N ow that the battle for 
mayor is over and ev¬ 
eryone seems to be do¬ 
ing their own analysis 
and postmortem on why Art 
Agnos became the first San 
Francisco mayor in 45 years to 
lose a re-election bid, it might 
be a good time to review what 
Mayor Agnos’ administration 
meant to the gay and lesbian 
community. 

Whether you liked Agnos’ 
style of running the city or 
even if you liked the man per¬ 
sonally or not, we are not like¬ 
ly to see a mayor that will be 
any better to our community in 
some time than was Agnos. 

When Agnos boasted in his 
recent campaign that he had 
appointed more gays and les¬ 
bians to important posts in his 
administration — both on com¬ 
missions (some meaningful 
and some not so meaningful) 
and in positions of real power 
— he was indeed telling the 
truth. Most of those people 
will be replaced by the new 
Jordan administration, and the 
incoming mayor has pledged 
to place a significant number 
of gays and lesbians in posi¬ 
tions of power as well, but few 
believe that Frank Jordan can 
top the sheer numbers of our 
community members that Ag¬ 
nos appointed. 

While it is estimated by 
some analysts that Jordan 
received as high as 30 percent 
of San Francisco’s gay votes 
last week, many of those votes 
were votes that went to him not 
because Agnos wasn’t good to 
our community, but for a host 
of other reasons. Even those 
gays who were strongly anti- 
Agnos would admit that he 
opened the city government up 
to our community as never 
before. 

True, Agnos is certainly 
more liberal than Jordan or 
Dianne Feinstein, or maybe 
even George Moscone, but 
beyond that, Agnos recognized 
the importance that the gay 
and lesbian community held in 
this city and treated us accord¬ 
ingly. 

As gay people were able to 
find an array of other reasons 
to vote against Agnos last 
week, none could honestly say 
that Agnos failed to treat us 
well. On issues more impor¬ 
tant to us as a community, Art 
was always there, and there are 
few — very few — people in 
public life that have been a bet¬ 
ter friend of the gay and les¬ 
bian community. 

What do I expect of Mayor 
Frank Jordan? Only time will 
tell, but I don’t expect him to 
be the right-wing ideologue 
that some fear. If I had to guess, 

I would expect Jordan to have 
an administration more in the 
mold of a Dianne Feinstein 
mayoralty, and that, in fact, 
wasn’t all bad. Jordan deserves 
a chance, and this community 
might very well turn out to be 
very surprised by him. At the 
very least, he deserves a 
chance to show he is our friend 
and not our enemy. Most that 
I know are willing, if not anx¬ 
ious, to give him that chance. 

However, the gay and les¬ 
bian community of this city 
owes Art Agnos a lot. Wheth¬ 
er you agreed with him on 
other issues, and even wheth¬ 
er you voted for him last week, 
the guy treated us with respect 
and dignity too rarely seen 
from those in high positions. 
Art Agnos has always been a 
friend of the gay and lesbian

community, and as one young 
man said to me Saturday on 
Castro Street, “You know I 
never really liked Agnos, but 
he always seemed to stand up 
for us. I think we’re gonna miss 
the guy — what do you think, 
Wayne?” 

Yes, I think we might miss 
Art Agnos. Thanks for being a 
good friend to our community 
Mayor Art.

L.A. Ruling Places Localities' 
Anti-Gay Ordinances in Jeopardy

SACRAMENTO - Ac¬ 
tivists and lawyers through¬ 
out the state are on alert due 
to recent court decisions that 
have dealt unfavorably with 
civil rights issues. 

A case in point is the Aug. 
26, 1991 decision by Los An¬ 
geles Superior Court Judge 
Diane Wayne in which she 
dismissed a pending case, 
stating that the city of Los 
Angeles did not have the au¬ 
thority to pass a law prohibit¬ 
ing employment discrimina¬ 
tion against lesbians and gay 
men. 

Her action, in effect, inval¬ 
idates local anti-discrimina¬ 
tion ordinances. 

If Wayne’s decision is up¬ 
held on appeal, it could inval¬ 
idate the 16 local civil rights 
ordinances protecting lesb ians 
and gay men in California’s 
cities, including Sacramento, 
San Francisco, Berkeley and 
West Hollywood. 

According to Los Angeles 
attorney Tom Coleman of the 
Family Institute, the case in¬ 
volves Jim Delaney, a Los An¬ 
geles man who alleged sexual 


Food Worker 
HIV Testing 
Killed in L.A.

LOS ANGELES - By an 
overwhelming vote of 11-1 the 
Los Angeles City Council de¬ 
feated a proposal by Coun- 
cilmember Nate Holden that 
would have required manda¬ 
tory testing for all restaurant 
workers every six months. 

The proposal had already 
been killed in the Art, Health 
and Humanities Committee 
headed by Councilmember 
Joel Wachs, but Holden insist¬ 
ed on bringing the motion to 
the full floor, some say for the 
media exposure it would gen¬ 
erate. 

Holden’s ‘AIDS expert,” 
Dr. William T. O’Connor, pre¬ 
sented a graphic slide show to 
indicate that AIDS is a conta¬ 
gious disease that can be 
transmitted by the “dripping 
of AIDS-infected blood into 
salads.” 

At one point O’Connor 
suggested that the HIV virus 
could be contracted through 
the air through coughing in 
conjunction with tuberculosis. 

O’Connor is an “AIDS con¬ 
sultant” to U.S. Rep. William 
Dannemeyer and state Sen. 
John Doolittle. 

He has ties to the extreme 
right-wing group that publish¬ 
es New Dimensions Maga¬ 
zine. Wachs’ AIDS experts 
included Phill Wilson, L.A. 
City AIDS Coordinator, and 
Dr. Shirley L. Fannin, head 
of the county’s disease con¬ 
trol program, both of whom 
said there was no medical or 
scientific evidence that AIDS 
is transmitted by food work¬ 
ers. ▼ 


discrimination by his employ¬ 
er and harassment by fellow 
employees. Coleman said an 
appeal was filed on Dec. 6 in 
the Second District Court of 
Appeal in Los Angeles. Open¬ 
ing briefs for the appeal will 
be filed Feb. 24. 

Coleman said John David¬ 
son, attorney for the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union of 
Southern California, is coordi¬ 
nating “friend of the court” 
(amicus curiae) briefs by 
cities and public agencies 
throughout the state, which 
will be filed on the latter 
date. 

Los Angeles City Attorney 
James Hahn and San Francis¬ 
co District Attorney Arlo 
Smith have already joined the 
suit, as well as the city of 
West Hollywood. 

Members of the San Diego 
and Long Beach Commissions 
on Human Relations have 
taken the necessary action for 
those cities to begin par¬ 
ticipating in the case. 

“Each city doesn’t need to 
write its own brief,” Coleman 
said. “They can add their 
names on to the brief which 
another city presents.”

The Lobby for Individual 
Freedom and Equality de¬ 
nounced the Wayne decision. 
LIFE Southern California Co- 
Chair John Duran said, “This 
decision further demonstrates 
the doubletalk in Gov. Pete 
Wilson’s veto message reject¬ 
ing AB 101. It reaffirms the 
need for an AB 101 to provide 
uniform protections for all 
Californians.” 

LIFE Lobby will pursue a 
new bill next year that will 
expand employment and 
housing protections to include 
the sexual orientation catego¬ 
ry. The bill will be designed 
with other civil rights groups 
whose protections have been 
undermined by recent court 
rulings. 

Ken Jones, Northern Cali¬ 
fornia co-chair for LIFE, said, 
“In these times of state bud¬ 
get crisis and cuts in aid for 
the poor, it’s a shame we’re 
forced to expend so much ef¬ 
fort just to remain responsi¬ 
ble, job-holding citizens and 
pay our taxes.” V

State Gay Initiative 
Finding Little Support

LOS ANGELES - Sup¬ 
porters for a statewide ballot 
initiative similar to AB 101 
gathered in Fresno Dec. 8 
and formed an official cam¬ 
paign committee. 

The Coalition for Lesbian 
and Gay Equality is being co¬ 
chaired by Carol Anderson 
in the South and Jean Harris 
in the North. 

Petitions are being circu¬ 
lated throughout the state, 
but there appears to be a lack 
of enthusiasm in Southern 
California, according to An¬ 
derson. And more lesbians 
are supporting the measure. 

“Gay men are afraid that if 
we lose, we won’t be able to 
get AIDS legislation passed,” 
she said. 

Anderson said there was 
also- a problem getting volun¬ 
teers to circulate the petitions. 


On the other hand, San 
Franciscans are very excited 
about the initiative, with peo¬ 
ple stopping on the streets to 
sign the measure, according 
to gay radio talk show host 
Ken McPherson. 

Instead of a previously dis¬ 
cussed costly poll to gauge 
statewide support, the coali¬ 
tion has launched this “trial 
run.” 

If they can gather 150,000 
signatures and collect 
$150,000 by Jan. 15, they be¬ 
lieve that they will be able to 
succeed with the initiative. If 
not, they will not go forward. 

Supporters of the initiative 
believe it is the only viable 
way to win lesbian and gay 
rights since Gov. Pete Wilson 
has already promised to veto 
any AB 101-type legislation 
and the courts have the pow¬ 
er to strike down existing 
laws. ▼

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L.A. AIDS Group Launches 
Universal Health-Care Drive

Attorney General Dan 
Lungren has given the AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation of Los 
Angeles permission to gather 
signatures for a universal 
health-care voter initiative. 

The proposition would in¬ 
struct the California Legisla¬ 
ture to work out the details 
and establish a “pay or play” 
medical insurance scheme for 
state residents. 

Under the system, employ¬ 
ees will either receive health¬ 
care coverage through em¬ 
ployers’ plans or through a 
state-purchased plan paid for 
by employers’ contributions. 

Unemployed and self-em¬ 
ployed people would also be 
covered, in a manner that the 
Legislature would have to de¬ 
termine. 

Medical cost containment 
measures would also have to 
be worked out. 

However, ballooning 
health-care costs would not be 
addressed because the 
sketchy proposition makes no 
alteration in the existing 
hodgepodge of health-care de¬ 
livery systems and payment 
plans. There is also a loop¬ 
hole in the proposition where¬ 
by individuals may be forced 
to pay for a portion of their 
health plans. This could be 


used to make up for cost 
overruns. 

Mark van den Velden of 
the AIDS Healthcare Founda¬ 
tion said, “Someone needed 
to get the process moving. It 
is doubtful that the doctors 
will come forward; the Legis¬ 
lature is not willing to act; 
and consumer groups are 
deadlocked. Since proposi¬ 
tions about policy changes 
tend to be overreaching and 
too detailed, we wanted to 
make this one simple and not 
exotic.” 

The AIDS Healthcare 
Foundation provides a variety 
of services for Los Angeles 
residents with HIV, ranging 
from early intervention to 
hospice care. Its out-patient 
clinics serve a population of 
about 1,000 HI Vers. 

“Anyone that’s been in¬ 
volved with AIDS recognizes 
that AIDS throws into sharp 
relief the inequities of the 
present health system,” van 
den Velden said. 

The Foundation is one of 
the few AIDS groups work¬ 
ing to provide better access to 
medical care for the public as 
a whole. The group’s depen¬ 
dence on Medi-Cal funds may 
have sparked this interest in 
overall health insurance re¬ 
form. 

The initiative is not yet 


widely known in the AIDS 
community, where people are 
leery that HIV concerns, such 
as long-term care or payment 
for unapproved treatments, 
will get lost, 

“The initiative will be 
helpful to the extent that it 
moves the reform process for¬ 
ward and mobilizes the pub¬ 
lic, but I need to know how 
the blanks will be filled in,” 
Regina Aragon of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
said. “It is important that the 
initiative be coordinated with 
other health-care advocates, 
particularly those working on 
HIV, to come up with a uni¬ 
fied position.” 

Aragon sits on a panel of 
HIV experts established by 
Insurance Commissioner John 
Garamendi. It is part of an en¬ 
tirely separate effort to re¬ 
vamp the health insurance in¬ 
dustry. 

Meanwhile, another at¬ 
tempt at reorganizing health¬ 
care financing would scrap 
the present insurance system 
in favor of a single agency, as 
in Canada. This attempt, 
spearheaded by the broad 
consumer coalition Health Ac¬ 
cess, is embodied in a bill 
now before the state Senate.

Initially, the ad was ac¬ 
cepted by the San Francisco 
Examiner provided the agen¬ 
cy would do some minor re¬ 
touching of the controversial 
photograph. The AIDS Foun¬ 
dation was then informed 
that the paper would not ac¬ 
cept the ad because of the 
bare breast. 

The San Francisco News¬ 
paper Agency also demanded 
that the AIDS Foundation 
shorten the length of one of 
the male models’ hair to 
make clear that he was male. 

“Our readers tell us over 
and over again that Sunday is 
a family day. It’s the day that 
they look at the newspaper 
with their children,” said the 
Examiner’s Scott in a pub¬ 
lished comment. “We’re try¬ 
ing to do our job and care 
about our readers.” 

Rob Lowe, a spokesperson 
for ACT UP/San Francisco, 
blasted Scott’s comments. 

“That’s pretty homophobic. 
It buys into the whole idea 
that there are no other forms 
of family than the heterosex¬ 
ual family structure.” 

He called the paper’s posi¬ 
tion “really irresponsible” in 
light of the toll the AIDS epi¬ 
demic has taken in San Fran¬ 
cisco and blasted Scott’s de¬ 
sire to protect the children of 
heterosexual readers. 

“The least they could do is 
respond to the epidemic in 
their own community. There 
have been 7,000 AIDS deaths 
in a city where every day chil¬ 
dren experience much worse 
on the streets than what they 
might see in a newspaper pro¬ 
moting responsible sexual be¬ 
havior.” 

Scott’s comments in the 
Examiner article explaining 
the paper’s position also drew 
a swift reply from Jessea 
Greenman, co-chair of the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance 


Against Defamation. 

“That sounds like censor¬ 
ship of information and im¬ 
ages. It’s a repressive image 
of the family that’s not rele¬ 
vant to the lives of Americans 
in 1991. That’s really offen¬ 
sive on so many levels. The 
Examiner doesn’t own the 
right to decide the construc¬ 
tion of family for anybody,” 
Greenman said. 

The comment also 
“smacks of homophobia,” 
Rene Durazzo, director of 
public policy for the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
said. 

“If you are gay and read 
her comments, you could 
very well interpret what she’s 
saying that she doesn’t care 
about a huge portion of her 
readers, including gays and 
straight couples who don’t 
have children. It very much 
smacks of homophobia,” Du¬ 
razzo said. 

With a $25,000 advertising 
budget earmarked for the 
“Sex is Good” ad campaign, 
Durazzo said that the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
is taking a “wait and see” atti¬ 
tude about a possible boycott 
of the publication. 

Les Pappas, the founda¬ 
tion’s campaign development 
coordinator, expressed disap¬ 
pointment with the Examin¬ 
er but said he was optimistic 
that they would take the ad. 

Pappas said his “gut feel¬ 
ing” is that the Examiner 
isn’t being completely honest 
with the foundation about 
their reasons for objecting to 
the ad. 

Pappas thinks it may be 
because it shows a gay male 
couple and a heterosexual 
couple in the same ad — as 
equals — and the text of the 
ad addresses each group as 
“equal and completely legiti¬ 
mate.” 

People magazine also re¬ 
jected the ads. ▼

Mental Health Workers Shun the HIV+ 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Psychologists and social workers are less 
likely to agree to treat patients who have tested positive for 
HIV than other patients, a study released Dec. 8 shows. Loy¬ 
ola University researchers also found counselors are less sym¬ 
pathetic to people with AIDS. “The discovery that highly ho¬ 
mophobic clinicians were more likely to deny care to a gay in¬ 
dividual and refer them to someone else runs counter to the 
philosophy of clinical training, which encourages acceptance 
of alternative lifestyles,” Isaiah Crawford, an assistant profes¬ 
sor of psychology and lead researcher on the project, said. 
Crawford said previous research showed similar prejudice by 
doctors and paramedics but this study is the first to examine 
the attitude of those to whom people with AIDS often look 
for support. “The number of AIDS cases in this country con¬ 
tinues to double every 14 to 16 months,” Crawford said. 
“Therefore, it’s reasonable to assume that the need to provide 
mental health care to persons with AIDS and their families 
and loved ones will grow.” The researchers surveyed clinical 
and counseling psychologists and clinical social workers in 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, Chicago, Dallas, Houston, Buffa¬ 
lo, N.Y.; Charlotte, N.C.; Atlanta, Washington, Portland, Ore.; 
Phoenix, Detroit and St. Louis. The study was published in 
the latest issue of Professional Psychology: Research and 
Practice.

Court: 'Self-Insured' Employer 
May Reduce AIDS Coverage

The Fifth Circuit of the 
U.S. Court of Appeals has up¬ 
held the right of an employer 
with a self-funded health in¬ 
surance plan to reduce maxi¬ 
mum benefits for employees 
with AIDS from $1 million to 
$5,000. 

The case, McGann vs. 
H&H Music Company, arose 
after John McGann, an H&H 
employee, discovered he had 
AIDS in 1987. McGann in¬ 
formed his employer of his ill¬ 
ness and began filing claims 
with the medical plan admin¬ 
istrator. At that time, the life¬ 
time maximum benefit per 
employee on the medical plan 
was $1 million. 

Six months after Mc- 
Gann’s revelation to his em¬ 
ployer, H&H modified its 
medical plan by putting a life¬ 
time maximum reimburse¬ 
ment cap on AIDS-related 
claims at $5,000. No other 
change was made in the plan. 

Under the Employee Re¬ 
tirement Income Security Act 
(ERISA) of 1974, employers 
may “self-insure” their pen¬ 
sion, disability or health in¬ 
surance plans by paying em¬ 
ployees’ claims themselves, 
rather than paying a premium 
to an insurer or HMO. 

A self-insuring company 
retains an insurance company 
only as a “plan administrator” 
with the expertise to allow or 
disallow claims. 

ERISA was written to en¬ 
courage companies that did 
not currently offer pension 
plans or insurance the incen¬ 
tive to do so, by exempting 
them from state laws and reg¬ 
ulations on insurance. Since 
1974, “self-insured” plans have 
proliferated, especially among 


larger employers. 

Because of this exemption, 
McGann’s only option as an 
ERISA plan member was to 
sue in a federal court, which 
he did in 1989, claiming that 
H&H had violated ERISA’s; 
anti-discrimination language. 
The District Court for the 
Southern District of Texas 
ruled that, while H&H may 
well have discriminated 
against people with AIDS or 
gays, their intent in making 
the alteration was irrelevant 
as they had an “absolute 
right” to do so under ERISA. 

Furthermore, the court 
felt that H&H’s money-saving 
alteration of the plan could be 
seen as a way of ensuring the 
future existence of the plan. 

McGann took the case to 
the Court of Appeals, which 
upheld the lower court’s deci¬ 
sion, citing the United States 
Supreme Court’s observation 
that “ERISA does not man¬ 
date that employers provide 
any particular benefits, and 
does not itself proscribe dis¬ 
crimination in the provision 
of employee benefits.” 

While the Court of Ap¬ 
peals admitted that “even 
though the employer’s deci¬ 
sion in this respect may stem 
from some ‘prejudice’ against 
AIDS or its victims general¬ 
ly,” it ruled that no court has 
the right to mandate changes 
in an ERISA plan — in short, 
that their hands were tied by 
ERISA’s language. 

McGann’s $5,000 reim¬ 
bursement limit was exhaust¬ 
ed by January 1990. 

“The court appears to be 
saying that anytime there is 
economic justification for al¬ 
tering the terms of a medical 
plan, a company can do that,” 
McGann’s attorney, Joseph 


Garcia of Vladeck, Waldman, 
Elias and Englehard in New 
York, said after the decision. 

While McGann is consider¬ 
ing appealing to the Supreme 
Court, that court has already 
ruled definitively in Pilot Life 
vs. Dedeaux that ERISA is 
clear on employers’ right to 
modify their plans. 

The Pilot Life decision 
also states the Supreme 
Court’s belief that the long, 
expensive process of suing in 
federal court was “sufficient 
protection” for claimants. 

Another aspect of ERISA 
that discourages victims of 
discrimination from suing is 
that ERISA forbids punitive 
damages awards. Even if a 
claimant were to win his case, 
a court could only award him 
the exact amount of which he 
had been deprived by the self- 
insured employer — nothing 
for time lost due to pursuit of 
the case, or for emotional dis¬ 
tress, or for any deterioration 
in health caused by lack of 
medical care. Even reim¬ 
bursement of legal costs is 
not assured. It is left to the 
discretion of the court 
whether or not to allow reim¬ 
bursement. 

The movement to reform 
ERISA has been slow. Only 
federal law can alter ERISA, 
and the large corporations 
and insurance companies that 
act as plan administrators 
wield major influence on 
Capitol Hill. 

Although some ERISA re¬ 
form bills are included in the 
tide of health-care reform leg¬ 
islation washing out of 
Congress, even these are in¬ 
sufficient protection. ▼ 


Sponsor of Gays 'Disinvited' 
For '92 St. Patrick's Day Parade

NEW YORK - The spon¬ 
sor of gay marchers in last 
year’s St. Patrick’s Day pa¬ 
rade has been “disinvited” to 
the next annual march up 
Fifth Avenue. 

Division 7 of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, which 
invited the Irish Lesbian and 
Gay Organization and Mayor 
David Dinkins to participate 
last March, has failed to re¬ 
ceive the usual “affiliation 
card” entitling it to march in 
1992’s 231st annual parade, 
AOH sources said. 

On Sept. 19, the liberal 
Midtown-based division of the 
Irish-Catholic fraternal organi¬ 
zation Was illegally expelled 
from the AOH, according to 
an AOH source. Five days lat¬ 
er, on Sept. 24, the parade 
committee decided not to in¬ 
vite Division 7 to the next pa¬ 
rade, but it never formally 
communicated its decision. 

Members of the AOH 
pledge secrecy when initiated. 
However, many members, cit¬ 
ing injustices, talk with re¬ 
porters when promised 
anonymity. 

“Affiliation cards went out 
several weeks ago and were 
due back Dec. 15,” another 
source explained. “Obviously 


it’s now too late to receive the 
invitation and return it by the 
deadline. So, I guess we’ve 
been disinvited.” 

The Sept. 24 meeting of 
the committee was chaired by 
Frank Beirne, who was under 
suspension by the AOH in an 
unrelated disciplinary matter. 
Even though he remains un¬ 
der suspension, he was re¬ 
elected chairman of the com¬ 
mittee in October. He could 
not be reached for comment. 

“We intend to play a pow¬ 
erful role in the staging of fu¬ 
ture St. Patrick’s Day parades 
in New York City,” Bernard 
Morris, president of Division 
7, vowed at his formal installa¬ 
tion Dec. 10. “We want to 
make sure all people of Irish 
heritage are represented in 
the parade.” 

The division was appeal¬ 
ing what it regards as an ille¬ 
gal expulsion. The Irish Echo, 
a weekly newspaper, reported 
Dec. 11 that the AOH state 
board was preparing to apply 
to the city to run next year’s 
parade. 

The Irish Voice, another 
weekly, reported Dec. 11 that 
the New York City Human 
Rights Commission would is¬ 
sue a report “in a few days” 
on the committee’s actions 
leading up to and during the 


parade last March. 

Sources told the Irish 
Voice the report would rec¬ 
ommend the committee be 
prosecuted for refusing to al¬ 
low the gay group ILGO to 
march. 

A spokesman for the com¬ 
mission would neither con¬ 
firm nor deny the report. 

Anne Maguire, a spokes¬ 
woman for ILGO, said she 
had not heard of the report 
but said it was “a rumor” un¬ 
til the commission’s findings 
were made public. 

“The parade committee 
was ruled null and void by 
the National AOH and they 
(Division 7) should fight their 
exclusion,” she said. “I 
wouldn’t worry unduly if I 
were them. Frank Beirne isn’t 
a fully fledged member of the 
AOH, if he is suspended. 

“We haven’t received any 
notice of affiliation either and 
we don’t expect to, but we do 
expect to march in the parade 
(in 1992) with our banner,” 
Maguire said. 

“I wouldn’t contend it’s a 
religious parade,” she said in 
answer to arguments from 
old-line Hibernians that gays 
should be banned from 
marching. “It’s an Irish pa¬ 
rade.” T

Progress in Fight Against 
Tuberculosis Threatened

Tuberculosis, a scourge 
many thought vanquished, 
has come back in the wake of 
the AIDS epidemic to haunt 
American cities. Ten years 
ago New York City health au¬ 
thorities were seeing 1,600 
cases of TB a year, the lowest 
incidence there had ever 
been. Last year the number 
of cases popped back up to 
3,500, which was 40 percent 
higher than in 1989. 

What is worse, there have 
been several outbreaks of tu¬ 
berculosis resistant to several 
of the compounds in standard 
multi-drug TB therapies. 
These outbreaks point to the 
growing inadequacies of the 
weapons traditionally relied 
upon to control the fatal dis¬ 
ease. 

A survey this year of New 
York City tuberculosis pa¬ 
tients found that nearly one 
in five contained TB bacteria 
resistant to the two most 
widely used anti-TB medica¬ 
tions. For those receiving 
treatment for the first time, 7 
percent were resistant to the 
two drugs. 

The survey’s startling re¬ 
sults prompted the federal 
government’s Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control to hold a special 
meeting two weeks ago on 
New York’s tuberculosis 
problem. At the meeting, city 
officials announced an $8 mil¬ 
lion program to stem the de¬ 
veloping crisis. 

Priorities include increases 
in the variety of the drug 
combinations used to treat 
TB, greater oversight of pa¬ 
tients to ensure they follow 
anti-TB regimens, use of new 
techniques that cut testing of 
TB drug sensitivity from sev¬ 
eral months to four weeks, 
and mandatory reporting of 
all resistant TB to the Health 
Department. 

The causes of New York’s 
problems stem directly from 


the social dislocations and 
budgetary cutbacks of the 
’80s. 

“Eradication was within 
our grasp,” said Dr. Jack 
Adler, who is head of the 
New York City Health De¬ 
partment’s TB bureau, “but 
the resources weren’t poured 
into the inner city areas that 
needed TB control the most. 
Ten years ago there remained 
pockets of New York with 
high TB rates, and the disease 
exploded when HIV came.” 

The spread of HIV and 
AIDS left a large pool of indi¬ 
viduals with weakened im¬ 
mune systems, the very situa¬ 
tion in which TB thrives. 

The disease, which is 
transmitted through the air in 
crowded interior environ¬ 
ments, can also affect HIV¬ 
positive people, of course. 
Other causes of elevated TB 
rates are the increase in pover¬ 
ty and the greater use of in¬ 
carceration as a means of 
social control. 

Immigration from TB en¬ 
demic countries in Latin 
America and Asia, which is 
an expression of international 
poverty, also has played a ma¬ 
jor role. 

“TB is a leading economic 
indicator,” said George 
Rutherford, chief of infectious 
disease surveillance for the 
state of California. 

One of New York’s biggest 
problems with TB is the fail¬ 
ure to ensure that people 
complete the course of thera¬ 
py, which in recent years had 
been reduced to six months. 
Adler estimates that more 
than half of all New Yorkers 
with TB are treatment “de¬ 
faulters.” 

Such incomplete cures 
breed drug-resistant strains 
that require more drugs and 
up to two years to treat. 
These more extremely expen¬ 
sive, prolonged and compli¬ 
cated regimens have even less 
chances of being completed by 


patients. 

To ensure the effective 
completion of treatment, 
Adler’s department is plan¬ 
ning to hire extra outreach 
workers to supervise 200 
more patients and establish a 
special shelter for 85 people 
with TB. This only scratches 
the surface of the problem be¬ 
cause 1,800 people a year are 
failing to complete treatment. 
To reach them, payment and 
other incentive systems are 
under consideration. 

Meanwhile, HIVers with 
drug resistant TB frequently 
find that their cases are incur¬ 
able with available drugs. Un¬ 
like the chronic wasting dis¬ 
ease TB represents in less im¬ 
mune-deficient persons, un¬ 
beatable varieties of the dis¬ 
ease can prove rapidly fatal in 
PWAs. Twenty-five to 40 per¬ 
cent of New Yorkers with ac¬ 
tive TB are HIV positive de¬ 
pending on the hospital. 

In San Francisco the fre¬ 
quency of TB in the popula¬ 
tion is about the same as in 
New York, and the percent¬ 
age of HIV-tuberculosis pa¬ 
tients is in the same range as 
that city, too. 

Up to now, though, the 
problem with drug resistant 
strains has been relatively mi¬ 
nor, reports Gisela Schecter, 
director of the TB clinic at 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

San Francisco has seen 
moderate increases in TB cas¬ 
es, from a historic low of 274 
in 1984 to 334 cases in 1990. 
This year’s TB total will 
probably be close to last 
year’s. 

“In San Francisco, the in¬ 
crease is driven by HIV — 
there would have been a de¬ 
cline if not for the virus — 
whereas New York had many 
other factors,” Schecter said. 

San Francisco has a TB 
completion rate of 95 percent, 
Schecter noted, due at least 
(Continued on page 26)

New Orleans Passes Gay Rights Bill 

The New Orleans, La. City Council amended a two-decade- 
old anti-discrimination ordinance during the week of Dec. 9 
to include protections for lesbians and gays in employment, 
housing and public accommodations. Two earlier attempts 
to pass the amendment were defeated in the mid-1980’s. 

The ordinance requires the newly established Human Rela¬ 
tions Commission to investigate anti-gay complaints, accord¬ 
ing to the New Orleans Times Picayune. 

Church Debate About Homosexuality 

The United Methodist Church this month sent a controver¬ 
sial report on homosexuality to the denomination’s top leg¬ 
islative assembly for consideration. The 14,000-word report 
spotlights sharp differences over whether the church should 
continue to say that homosexual practice is incompatible 
with Christian faith. Seventeen members of the group making 
the study want anti-gay strictures in the denomination re¬ 
pealed, but four members want them retained. The issue of 
whether the group should ordain lesbians and gays as min¬ 
isters was not examined in the study. 

Mass. Panel OKs Gay Suicide Bill 

During the week of Dec. 9, the Massachusetts House Ways 
and Means Committee approved the Gay and Lesbian 
Youth Services Bill. A full House vote is expected on the 
measure before Christmas. The bill will create a gay and 
lesbian advisory board within the Office of Human Ser¬ 
vices, create statewide suicide intervention programs for 
gay and lesbian youth, and establish gay and lesbian support 
programs in the state’s 3,521 cities and towns. Gov. William 
Weld has indicated that he supports the bill. 

Cracker Barrel Sues Gay Activists 

Cracker Barrel Old Country Stores Inc. has intensified its 
actions against the lesbian and gay community by suing ac¬ 
tivists who have protested the anti-gay employment policies 
of the family-style eateries. Ivy Young, director of the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force Families Project, and 
other activists from the Cracker Barrel Boycott and Protest 
Coalition were named in a suit brought to prevent the 
group from demonstrating at the annual shareholders’ meet¬ 
ing on Nov. 26. The Lambda Legal Defense and Education 
Fund will represent the defendants in the suit. NGLTF has 
denounced the suit as prior restraint on free speech, and 
may counter-sue the corporation. The city of New York, 
which has $3 million in pension funds invested in Cracker 
Barrel, sent a representative to the meeting to get clarifica¬ 
tion of the company’s policy. For more information about

Lambda Attorney Takes N.Y. State Post 

Lambda Legal Defense and Education Fund staff attorney 
Sandra T. Lowe has become the director of the Governor’s 
Office of Gay And Lesbian Concerns for New York state. 

Lowe began as Mario Cuomo’s liaison to the lesbian and 
gay community on Dec. 2 after three years of working at 
Lambda. Lowe was a major figure in the effort to overturn 
the military’s ban on lesbian and gay service personnel. She 
is a board member of Gay Men’s Health Crisis. 

Students Want Condom Dispensers 

HOLLAND, Mich. (UPI) — A half-dozen students at Holland 
High School have launched a campaign to put condom dis¬ 
pensers in school bathrooms, but school officials aren’t con¬ 
vinced and state law isn’t on their side either. The group is 
led by Matt Gustafson, a 16-year-old football player and 
swimmer. He said he and five friends came up with the 
idea after Magic Johnson of the Los Angeles Lakers an¬ 
nounced last month that he has the AIDS virus. School ad¬ 
ministrators oppose the idea. They said putting condoms in 
schools amounts to an endorsement of sex among 
teenagers. Despite that, Gustafson and his friends said they 
will pursue the issue with the school board and even local 
legislators of necessary. But that might prove difficult. A 
1977 state law threatens any school dispensing birth-control 
devices with a cutoff of 5 percent of state funding. 

Guthrie's Church Will Do AIDS Work 

GREAT BARRINGTON, Ma. (UPI) - Alice’s restaurant no 
longer exists but Arlo Guthrie wants to save her church. 
Guthrie wants to use the church for his office and as head¬ 
quarters for the Guthrie Center, which will take up causes 
such as the environment and AIDS research. The current 
owners have given Guthrie until March to raise $300,000 to 
buy the deconsecrated Episcopal church in Great Barring¬ 
ton, Mass., where Alice Brock, the namesake of his 25-year- 
old song “Alice’s Restaurant,” and her husband once lived.

Condoms Can Cause Allergic Reaction 

DALLAS (UPI) — The growing number of condom users 
protecting themselves from HIV, herpes and other diseases 
has produced an increase in latex allergies, a dermatologist 
said. Dr. Alexander Fisher, clinical professor of dermatolo¬ 
gy at New York University’s Postgraduate Medical School, 
told colleagues Dec. 9 of the increase at the 50th annual 
meeting of the American Academy of Dermatology. In 1987, 
Fisher warned that increased condom usage would result in 
consort contact dermatitis, more commonly known as con¬ 
dom dermatitis. Latex allergies are also becoming more fre¬ 
quent in the medical community, where latex gloves are 
used widely. Allergy sufferers can get relief by using con¬ 
doms made of processed sheep intestines, or “skin” con¬ 
doms, but are not protected from transmission of HIV, he 
said. Fisher suggested sex partners use two condoms to pro¬ 
tect themselves from disease and avoid irritation from latex 
allergy. If the penetrative partner is allergic, he should wear 
a skin condom under a latex condom, and if the receptive 
partner is allergic, the penetrative partner should wear a la¬ 
tex condom under a skin condom. 

Man Tested for HIV After Police Scuffle 

WICKLIFFE, Ohio (UPI) — A Wickliffe man was ordered 
tested for HIV after allegedly biting a police officer on the 
arm during a struggle. The court-ordered blood test for the 
virus was the first in Lake County for a non-sex offense. 

And the Cleveland Plain Dealer said such testing may oc¬ 
cur more frequently as safety forces fear they have come in 
contact with a carrier of the virus that causes AIDS. How¬ 
ever, Gail Anderson, the HIV-AIDS coordinator for Lake 
County General Health District, said unless the suspect’s 
mouth was bloody, the police officers may have overreact¬ 
ed. She said there was no known case in which the disease 
has been transferred through saliva. Anderson said blood, 
semen, vaginal fluid and breast milk are the four body flu¬ 
ids that have a high enough concentration of the virus to 
start infection. Police officials during a Sept. 17 hearing 
asked that Eric Petrus be tested for the virus. Magistrate 
Dale Lefferts, a court referee substituting for Willoughby 
Municipal Judge Dennis Callahan, agreed. The test results 
were to remain confidential. Petrus was arraigned last Fri¬ 
day in Lake County Common Pleas Court on charges of 
felonious assault, assault and resisting arrest stemming 
from the Sept. 16 incident. He is free on $5,000 cash bond. 
Police Officer Joseph Legarth was bitten when he and a fel¬ 
low officer served Petrus with a warrant issued on charges 
of assault, disorderly conduct and menacing. 

AIDS Tests for Firefighters Upheld 

CLEVELAND (UPI) — U.S. District Judge Alvin Krenzler 
has ruled that public safety is more important than an indi¬ 
vidual’s constitutional rights to privacy and freedom from 
unreasonable search and seizure. The Dec. 13 ruling came 
from a 1988 decision by the city of Willoughby to begin re¬ 
quiring AIDS testing for firefighters and paramedics, whose 
jobs were deemed to be at a high risk for transmission of 
the virus that causes AIDS. One of the city’s firefighters ob¬ 
jected to the test, but submitted. He then filed suit against 
the city, Mayor William Ryan, the fire chief, the city physi¬ 
cian and the International Association of Firefighters Local 
2291. The union had entered into an agreement with the 
city to permit the AIDS testing. After the suit was filed, 
Krenzler ordered a halt to Willoughby’s AIDS testing or 
the release of the May 10, 1988 test results. The firefighter’s 
suit claimed employees have a right to be free from unrea¬ 
sonable search and seizure, as well as a right to privacy — 
all of which had been violated by the AIDS testing. A six- 
day trial without a jury was held in January. “This court 
finds that the city’s mandatory HIV blood testing policy for 
firefighters and paramedics is justified at its inception and 
is not an unreasonable search and seizure in violation of the 
Fourth Amendment,” Krenzler wrote. While saying that his 
ruling was limited in scope, Krenzler acknowledged that 
the case will most likely be appealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

Corrections Officers Fear Getting AIDS 

CINCINNATI (UPI) — Three corrections officers and a 
nurse who claim they had blood spat upon them by an HIV¬ 
positive man say they live in constant fear of contracting 
the deadly disease. They testified Dec. 16 during the open¬ 
ing day of Steven O’Banion’s trial in Hamilton County 
Common Pleas Court. He is charged with four counts each 
of attempted murder and felonious assault. About 70 gay- 
rights activists protested outside the Hamilton County Jus¬ 
tice Center as the trial got under way. They said Hamilton 
County Sheriff Simon Leis uses his office to harass homo¬ 
sexuals. Assistant Hamilton County Prosecutor Rick Gibson 
described O’Banion as a man resentful over having the HIV 
virus who wanted to take other people to the grave with 
him. Defense Attorney Catherine Adams said the case was 
an example of people’s fear of AIDS. She said O’Banion 
only spit blood because officers were choking him and that 
blood cannot be proven beyond a reasonable doubt to be a 
deadly weapon. O’Banion was stopped Sept. 4 for jaywalk¬ 
ing and was later charged with disorderly conduct while in¬ 
toxicated, resisting arrest and assaulting a police officer. 
Robert Bowman, one of the corrections officers, described 
O’Banion’s behavior while in custody. “He went into a fit of 
rage, telling us that he would give us AIDS and that we 
would all die,” Bowman said. O’Banion has denied threaten¬ 
ing to kill the jailers and the nurse and has said he was bru¬ 
talized while in custody. Sheriff Leis said his investigation 
into charges of brutality against O’Banion found that correc¬ 
tions officers did not use excessive force to subdue him. 


HIV's 'Invisibility' Hampering 
Development of Vaccine

WASHINGTON - HIV 
mutates in a way that can 
make it invisible to virus¬ 
fighting T-cells, complicating 
efforts to design an effective 
vaccine, researchers said Dec. 
11 . 

The envelope protein, or 
outer shell, of the virus con¬ 
tains amino acid chains that 
apparently change over time, 
evading T-cells that fight 
viruses, according to re¬ 
searchers Rodney Phillips 
and colleagues at Oxford Uni¬ 
versity, England. 

Phillips studied the virus 
in six HIV-infected hemophil¬ 
iacs. In one patient, changes 
in part of the envelope pro¬ 
tein were observed in Decem¬ 
ber 1989, less than six months 
after an initial analysis. Fur¬ 
ther changes were seen in a 
subsequent observation in 
February 1990. 

Because of the mutations, 
the immune system T-cells 
did not recognize HIV as 
their target. Similar observa¬ 
tions were made in two other 
patients, the researchers re¬ 
ported in the journal Nature. 

“We have detected variant 
viral sequences that were not 
recognized by (T-cells),” the 
researchers said. 

“These data... have serious 


implications for vaccine de¬ 
sign,” they said, because 
HIV’s capacity to vary “may 
outstrip the capacity of T- 
cells to control the infection.” 

The researchers indicate 
that if the virus’ envelope 
protein continually changes, 
developing a vaccine effective 
against HIV would have to be 
effective against the virus in 
many forms. 

“This study supports the 
idea that protective immu¬ 
nization will require antigens 
obtained from highly diverse 
strains of virus,” the re¬ 
searchers said. 

Commenting on the report, 
immunology researcher Dr. 
Rolf Zinkernagel of the Uni¬ 
versity of Zurich said the 
findings indicate that immu¬ 
nizing a person against HIV 
may be difficult. 

“This doesn’t make it easi¬ 
er, that’s for sure,” Zinker¬ 
nagel said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. “If this is so, it really 
tells us that the virus may cre¬ 
ate these mutations that drive 
it out of the reach of an im¬ 
mune response.” 

However, Zinkernagel said 
the research also suggested 
other possibilities. 

If HIV does not actually 
destroy the cells it infects, 
then the virus’ ability to mu¬ 
tate and escape the immune 


response is less important, he 
said, adding that scientists do 
not agree on exactly what 
HIV does to cells. 

An earlier study by Zinker¬ 
nagel recognized HIV muta¬ 
tions in an animal model. 

When HIV enters the 
body, it produces an antibody 
reaction: a few weeks to a 
few months after exposure, 
proteins known as antibodies 
appear in the bloodstream. 
Evidence of these antibodies 
is considered proof of infec¬ 
tion and is the basis for the 
HIV blood test. 

HIV’s prime targets are 
white blood cells called T-4 
lymphocytes, crucial in fight¬ 
ing off disease. As the pa¬ 
tient’s T-4 count drops, so 
does the patient’s ability to 
fight off other infections that 
normally would be harmless. 

Dr. Dani Bolognesi, a vac¬ 
cine researcher at Duke Uni¬ 
versity Medical Center, said 
the new findings are “very 
important” and show HIV is 
“formidable.” 

“If (HIV) can escape not 
only from neutralizing anti¬ 
bodies but also from (T-cells) 
that clearly is a double wham¬ 
my ... but I wouldn’t put it in 
the category of an impedi¬ 
ment,” Bolognesi said. ▼

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A Stopped Clock

A IDS activists were a 
bit dismayed to dis¬ 
cover that a new cru¬ 
sader has jumped on 
the treatment-issues band¬ 
wagon, albeit for his own rea¬ 
sons. No one less than Vice 
President Dan Quayle, hon¬ 
cho of the White House Coun¬ 
cil on Competitiveness, is 
now promoting the accelerat¬ 
ed approval of drugs. 

Speeding up the drug-ap¬ 
proval process is something 
that ACT UP has been de¬ 
manding for years. Now, sud¬ 
denly, it’s a hot topic. 

First there was the an¬ 
nouncement a few months 
ago by David Kessler, new 
head of the FDA, of an expe¬ 
dited approval process for 
treatments for life-threatening 
illnesses. This cautious docu¬ 
ment basically did no more 
than codify the rules used to 
approve ddl. It’s typical for 
the FDA to make up the 
rules of the game as they go 
along, but hey! It’s nice that 
Kessler was able to take time 
from important things like 
certifying that orange juice is 
really fresh, and lavish some 
attention on minor issues like 
AIDS. 

Then Rep. Tom Campbell, 
a moderate Republican from 
San Mateo County, floated 
what is now known as the 
“Campbell bill,” which would 
do about the same thing that 
Kessler’s new policy does, but 
adds some language that 
would force insurance compa¬ 
nies to pay for these new 
treatments. 

And where Kessler’s poli¬ 
cy could be reversed by bu¬ 
reaucratic fiat, the Campbell 
bill, as an act of Congress, 
would be much harder to 
undo or subvert. 

Activists had mixed feel¬ 
ings about it. Some did (and 
still do) consider it a “million 
dollar giveaway” to the phar¬ 
maceutical corporations; oth¬ 
ers were t uncomfortable with 
its Republican origins and the 
fact that, initially, many pro¬ 
gressive Democrats opposed 
it. Since then, Campbell has 
developed fairly broad bipar¬ 
tisan support for his bill, and 
ACT UP has endorsed it in 
principle. 

Then, last month, a third 
force entered the expedited 
approval arena, with Quayle’s 
announcement that the Coun¬ 
cil on Competitiveness (a.k.a. 
“the Quayle Commission”) 
would soon issue a sweeping 
reform of the current drug-ap¬ 
proval system. 


Quayle’s announcement 
was met with a storm of 
protest from the pro-regula- 
tionist Democrats, such as 
Henry Waxman (Calif.), Ted 
Weiss (New York), John Din¬ 
gle (Mich.) and Ted Kennedy 
(Au Bar). Coming from a 
“consumer protection” per¬ 
spective, this block opposes 
Republican attempts to end 
government oversight as a 
matter of principle. 

Anti-Deregulationists 

These anti-deregulationists 
have been unhappy with the 
Quayle Commission for some 
time, which after all has 
made it clear from the start 
that its goal is to get rid of 
anything that interferes with 
industry’s ability to turn a 
quick and large profit. In par¬ 
ticular, the Demos have tar¬ 
geted Allan Hubbard, the ex¬ 
ecutive director of the com¬ 
mission. 

Hubbard, it was recently 
revealed, owns half of World 
Wide Chemicals, a heavily 
polluting car-painting outfit in 
Indiana. This, according to 
the Demos, is a conflict of in¬ 
terest with his position on the 
commission, which has been 
ripping away at air-pollution 
controls. 

The White House insists 
that there is no conflict, 
claiming that any God-fearing 
Republican would fight tooth 
and nail against controlling 
air pollution whether or not 
they stood to profit personal¬ 
ly. This sounds plausible to 
me. But the Demos, scenting 
blood, continue to hammer 
away at Hubbard and the 
commission. 

Aside from purely partisan 
concerns and Hubbard’s obvi¬ 
ous corruption, the Demos 
are very unhappy about the 
way regulation and de-regula¬ 
tion are becoming White 
House prerogatives. If laws 
and rules are made and un¬ 
made by the stroke of a pres¬ 
idential pen, where’s the 
opening for congressional in¬ 
put and oversight? The 
Quayle Commission is spear¬ 
heading a massive sellout of 
public protection to corporate 
interests, and the Demos 
understandably want to put a 
stake through its heart. 

AIDS activists aren’t hap¬ 
py with the way this fight is 
shaping up. On the one side 
we have “Chastity” Quayle, 
alas, championing our cause. 
On the other are many of our 
usual liberal allies, deter¬ 
mined to oppose the Quayle 
Commission and all its prod¬ 
ucts. Caught in the middle is 


the specific proposal for 
speeding up drug approval, 
which actually isn’t too bad. 

Even a stopped clock is 
right twice a day; on this rare 
occasion Republican greed 
happens to promote a good 
cause. And the anti-deregula- 
tionist Democrats are in dan¬ 
ger of throwing out the baby 
with the bath water. 

Double-Header 

Last Friday’s Examiner 
offered obituary cruisers a 
rare bonanza: two closeted 
AIDS obits one right after the 
other! The death notices for 
radio personality Robert “Q.” 
Lewis and art historian Spiro 
Kostof betrayed the tell-tale 
signs that indicate both men 
were “buried in the closet” af¬ 
ter dying of HIV-related ill¬ 
nesses. 

Once-famous radio person¬ 
ality Robert Q. Lewis died of 
“emphysema,” according to 
his “longtime friend” Penny 
Bigelow. Both the bland diag¬ 
nosis, one of the most com¬ 
mon euphemisms for AIDS 
related Pneumocystis carinii 
pneumonia, and the cute 
newspaper gimmick of at¬ 
tributing it to someone else 
(thus, in their own eyes, wash¬ 
ing their hands of responsibil¬ 
ity for the easily disproved 
lie) strongly suggest that HIV 
was the underlying cause of 
death. 

Lewis was well known for 
his trademark horn-rimmed 
glasses, the cornerstone of his 
amusing nurdy, nelly, sissy 
persona. He made up his mid¬ 
dle initial “Q” at the begin¬ 
ning of his career, and would 
never say what it stood for. 
Anyone out there want to 
guess? 

“Mr. Lewis had no sur¬ 
vivors,” according to the Asso¬ 
ciated Press report of his 
death, or at least none that 
they were willing (or able) to 
recognize. 

Noted art and architecture 
historian Spiro Kostof died, 
at age 55, of lymphoma, ac¬ 
cording to the Chronicle’s 
obit. The Examiner, on this 
occasion more closety than 
the competition, changed the 
cause of death to the techni¬ 
cally accurate but far less in¬ 
formative term “cancer”; 
probably because in San 
Francisco too many people 
are aware that lymphomas 
are common opportunistic tu¬ 
mors for PWAs. 

The Examiner also made 
a point of censoring any com¬ 
mentary on Kostof s early ca¬ 
reer, which would involve de-

Researchers Detect Changes 
In Levels of AIDS Virus

More than 1,100 AIDS re¬ 
searchers, and perhaps an ad¬ 
ditional 100 AIDS activists 
and community representa¬ 
tives, gathered in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., during the week of 
Dec. 2 for the 13th meeting of 
the AIDS Clinical Trials 
Group. 

The quarterly gathering co¬ 
ordinates federally funded 
HIV research, and plays a cru¬ 
cial role in the investigation 
and approval of new AIDS 
treatments. 

It was announced that Sep¬ 
tra has been found to be supe¬ 
rior to aerosolized Pentami¬ 
dine in preventing Pneumo¬ 
cystis carinii pneumonia, and 
should now be the “treat¬ 
ment of choice.” 

The atmosphere of the 
meeting was clouded by con¬ 
cerns about budget cuts, 
which could eliminate fund¬ 
ing for many of the con¬ 
stituent AIDS Clinical Trials 
Units, and by the failure of an 
entire class of new treat¬ 
ments, the “L-drugs.” 

However, there were also 
favorable signs of greater 
openness and flexibility in the 
ACTG’s trial design process, 
and new optimism about the 
role of the Community Con¬ 
stituency Group, created to fa¬ 
cilitate consumer input. 

The failure of the “L- 
drugs,” Merck’s D697 and 
Boehringer Ingeltheim’s 
BIRG 587, have cast doubts 
on all of the non-nucleoside 
analogue reverse transcriptase 
inhibitors. It was hoped that 
these drugs would be less tox¬ 
ic than the currently used nu¬ 
cleoside analogues, like AZT 
and ddl, because they target 
HIV more specifically and 
narrowly. 

It turns out that, in prac¬ 
tice, this property makes it 
easier for HIV to mutate into 
a drug-resistant form. This 
was predicted months ago by 
Dr. Douglas Richman, on the 
basis of test-tube studies. 

Early results from the 
ACTG trials confirm that L- 
drugs lose their anti-viral ef¬ 


fect in the human body in a 
matter of weeks. All trials of 
this class of drugs have 
therefore been suspended and 
are in limbo, and their man¬ 
ufacturers have clearly lost in¬ 
terest in them. 

This major disappointment 
was somewhat offset by an in¬ 
crease in proposals about new 
treatments. In the past, 
ACTG rules and customs for¬ 
bade public display or discus¬ 
sion of “concept sheets” on 
new studies. Only a few in¬ 
sider scientists would know 
about a trial until it had been 
approved, at which point it 
was too late for major input 
or changes. 

The recent public outcry 
concerning ACTG protocol 
No. 175 forced a change in 
this restrictive process. 
ACTG 175 is a massive study 
of combinations of AZT, ddl 
and ddC, and has been criti¬ 
cized as poorly designed and 
as a budget-busting pork bar¬ 
rel that will hog nearly a 
third of the ACTG’s total 
funding in the coming years. 

The Executive Committee 
of the ACTG, acknowledging 
that lack of early input con¬ 
tributed to this white ele¬ 
phant, relaxed its ban on dis¬ 
cussing protocols before 
they’re approved. As a result, 
several “concept sheets” were 
circulated and discussed, and 
the Community Constituency 
Group was promised greater 
access to them from now on. 

Trials are under way or 
being planned for novel treat¬ 
ments like (jLQ 223 (a Chi¬ 
nese cucumber extract, also 
known as “compound Q”); for 
Hypericin (an extract of St. 
John’s Wort); and SCD4-PE40 
(a genetically engineered pro¬ 
tein synthesis inhibitor). 
There was also much gossip 
in the halls about “second 
generation” nucleoside ana¬ 
logues like D4T and 3TC. 

There were large contin¬ 
gents of activists from ACT 
UP’s New York, Los Angeles, 
Boston and Golden Gate 
chapters, as well as smaller 
groups from ACT UP/San 
(Continued on page 26)

Researchers have devel¬ 
oped a way to detefct changes 
in the levels of HIV in an in¬ 
fected patient’s bloodstream, 
Stanford University an¬ 
nounced Dec. 4. 

The researchers said the 
procedure holds promise as a 
tool to be used for determin¬ 
ing even subtle clinical im¬ 
provement or deterioration. 
As such, it could help deter¬ 
mine the value of new drugs 
in clinical trials. 

It also could possibly pro¬ 
vide physicians with an early 
signal that a patient’s condi¬ 
tion is worsening in time to 
switch to a more effective 
therapy. 

“In some of our clinical tri¬ 
als most of the patients are 
relatively asymptomatic, so 
it’s very hard to determine 
improvement,” Dr. Mark 
Holodniy, clinical instructor 
of medicine and a member of 
Stanford’s AIDS Clinical Tri¬ 
als Group, said. 


“It’s not like they have a 
bacterial infection and you 
give them an antibiotic and 
they get better. They may 
feel the same after a month 
or two of therapy as they did 
prior to therapy. The signs of 
short-term clinical improve¬ 
ment may be very subtle,” he 
said. 

The procedure improves 
using the polymerase chain- 
reaction technique, or PCR, a 
scientific test used to identify 
even the smallest of proteins 
in the bloodstream. 

PCR has a wide spectrum 
of uses in science ranging 
from locating disease-causing 
genes to helping identify 
criminals from body fluids 
left at the scene of a crime. 
Although it is extremely pre¬ 
cise, its uses are limited be¬ 
cause of cost and other fac¬ 
tors. 

Holodniy along with col¬ 
leagues David Katzenstein, 
Dennis Isrealski and Thomas 
Merigan report in the Decem¬ 
ber issue of The Journal of 


Clinical Investigations the re¬ 
sults of their study using PCR 
to test the effectiveness of 
AZT therapy. 

In the study, the re¬ 
searchers compared blood 
samples of people who had 
received AZT therapy for a 
significant period of time to 
those of patients who had not 
been on any therapy regimen. 
The results showed a lower 
level of HIV in the blood of 
patients who were receiving 
AZT treatment. 

The researchers then com¬ 
pared the pre- and post-thera¬ 
py levels of virus, referred to 
as viral load, in patients start¬ 
ing treatment with either 
AZT or ddl, two approved 
anti-AIDS drugs. 

They determined that HIV 
genetic material could be de¬ 
tected in blood plasma using 
PCR and that the amount of 
virus decreases during thera¬ 
py with ddl or AZT or both.

Gerald L. Mallon, longtime gay rights 
activist and author of Resisting Racism, 
An Action Manual, died Nov. 5 of com¬ 
plications related to AIDS. 

Jerry had been employed by the 
Methacton School District in Penn¬ 
sylvania as Planetarium Director since 
graduating from college in 1974. Jerry 
set an example for all planetarium 
directors, not only through his dedica¬ 
tion to science education, but as an ex¬ 
pert and proponent of the use of 
planetariums in schools. 

His dedication to science education 
helped him to develop a kindergarten- 
through-12th grade program that was a 
premier example of a “participation- 
oriented planetarium.” 

In a tribute to his major contribution 
to the school district, the Methacton 
School District planetarium will be 
renamed in his honor. 

Jerry was the first recipient of the 
prestigious Challenger Seven Fellow¬ 
ship, a memorial to the astronauts who 
lost their lives in the Challenger Space 
Shuttle disaster. For his Fellowship he 
designed and implemented a multi-cul¬ 
tural project that sent school students 
on a simulated space mission. This pro¬ 
ject combined Jerry’s interests in educa¬ 
tion, astronomy, and the principles of 
the National Association of Black and 
White Men Together (NABWMT). 

In 1987 Jerry was selected to serve as 
one of two people representing the U.S. 
in India for a workshop on Planetarium 
Education. He is author of dozens of ar¬ 
ticles and papers on science education 
and last year completed two books on 
planetarium activities for students. 

When Jerry died, he was president¬ 
elect of this planet’s largest planetarium 
association, the International Planetar¬ 
ium Society. Previous to being elected 
president he served for four years as ex¬ 
ecutive secretary. 

Jerry was a founding member of the 
Philadelphia chapter of Black and 
White Men Together. He also was a 
former co-chair of NABWMT. Jerry 
held many other positions in both the 
local chapter and NABWMT In 1991 he 
received the prestigious “National Co- 
Chairs’ Award,” bestowed on him for his 
15 years, during which he served in 
various positions. 

Jerry will be missed by all who were 
privileged to know^him.

Mark J. Fotopoulous

Mark Fotopolous died peacefully 
shortly before 
midnight on Nov. 
29 at University 
Hospital in Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., 
ending an un¬ 
commonly long 
and courageous 
battle with AIDS. 

Mark was a 
much-loved resi¬ 
dent of San Fran¬ 
cisco from Janu¬ 
ary 1990 to September 1991, when he 
moved to Fernandina Beach, Fla., to 
live with his loving father and step¬ 
mother. He was bom in Hartford, Conn, 
and raised in a suburb of Chicago, 
where a passion for the stage — and the 
talent to take him there — emerged 
early. 

His highly successful Broadway act¬ 
ing, singing and dancing career began 
in 1978, when Mark played Paul in A 
Chorus Line, and ended in May 1987 
with his final bow as Munkustrap in 
Cats. Between those roles came impor¬ 
tant parts in West Side Story; A Day in 
Hollywood, A Night in the Ukraine; 
Harrigan ’n Hart; The Loves ofAnatol; 
and Rags. He also appeared off- 
Broadway, in the Los Angeles cast of 
Sophisticated Ladies, and in films in¬ 
cluding The Best Little Whorehouse in 
Texas, Positive, and Longtime Com¬ 
panion. 

Already diagnosed with Kaposi’s sar¬ 
coma at the time he retired from the 
Broadway stage, he turned his energies 
to political theater, AIDS activism, and 
an intense personal and spiritual cam¬ 
paign to live a full life with AIDS. 

While living in San Francisco Mark 
was a member of the Healing Circle, a 
volunteer for PAWS, and an active par¬ 
ticipant in the work of the Center for At- 
titudinal Healing in Tiburon, where, 
among other things, he helped facilitate 
a support group for HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple. His undiminished artistic drive led 
him to a dynamic season with the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus. A devoted 
and hard-working member of the en¬ 
semble and its chamber chorus, loved 
and respected by his fellow choristers, 
he soon became a valued soloist who 
routinely brought down the house at 
concerts. 

Mark addressed AIDS on his own 
terms, confronting it in ways that 
regularly amazed and confounded — 
and sometimes dismayed and even 
angered — medical professionals, 
caretakers, family members, and 
friends. Responding to each new 
development in the way he saw fit, 
seldom wondering whether he was “do¬ 
ing it right,” Mark blasted far beyond 
every prognosis he was given. 

Mark is survived by his mother, Anne 
Beckmann; his father and stepmother, 
John and Marcia Fotopoulous; his 
sisters, Kate and Paula; his brother, 
Peter; his former lover and abiding 
friend, Robert Adler; and his dog, 
Lucky. A memorial service for Mark 
Fotopoulous will be held on Jan. 5.

In an opening editorial state¬ 
ment, Managing Editor Mar¬ 
shall Loeb explains why he 
wanted to do the issue about 
gays: “Because they have special 
concerns on the job. Because 
business must make the most of 
everyone’s talent and prides it¬ 
self in managing diversity in the 
workplace. And because homo¬ 
sexuals surely deserve as much 
opportunity as any other minor¬ 
ity.” 

The article has lots of stereo¬ 
type-exploding info. Did you 
know that more lesbians and 
gays work in science and engi¬ 
neering than in social services? 

. That there are 40 percent more 
of us in finance and insurance 
than in entertainment and the 
arts? The story was packed with 
interviews and photos of lesbian 
and gay executives, and stories 
of the support, discrimination 
and harassment they receive (for 
example, Lockheed manage¬ 
ment lets its Christian employee 
group use company facilities, 
but not its lesbian and gay asso¬ 
ciation).

Talk show host Sally Jessy 
Raphael turned her attention to 
gay and lesbian parents Dec. 2. 
Guests were Carol and Tiffany, 
a lesbian couple; Jim, a gay man 
who is the father of Tiffany’s 
daughter Sophie; and infant So¬ 
phie herself. 

The first half of the show 
was great. Tiffany and Carol ex¬ 
plained their decision to have a 
child and to ask Jim to be the fa¬ 
ther. They told of the love and 
support they’ve received from 
their families. Katy, Carol’s 13- 
year-old daughter from a previ¬ 
ous marriage, voiced her excite¬ 
ment over her new baby sister, 
and Tiffany’s mother Charlene 
expressed pride. 

Just when it Seemed that the 
audience might actually be 
learning something, Sally put a 
stop to it by trotting out Judith 
Reisman, who turned the sec¬ 
ond half of the show into a 
brawl. Sally really had to scrape 
the bottom of the barrel to find 
Reisman, who was only identi¬ 
fied as someone who “writes 
about sexuality” and who spent 
half an hour shouting down the 
other guests and the audience 
with garbage about how gay 
people spread diseases and 
teach children to be promiscu¬ 
ous. 

Reisman was repeatedly 
identified as “Dr.” Judith Reis¬ 
man, although no one ever clar¬ 
ified her professional status. In 
fact, she used the show to 
spread medical misinformation. 
She claimed that Carol and 
Tiffany were putting Sophie at 
risk for AIDS, and declared, 
“We know that AIDS cannot 
show up in the testing until 
maybe five or six years.” 

Katy sat in pained horror as 
Reisman twisted her words and 
claimed that the girl was 
ashamed of her parents, and 
that her parents were abusing 
her. Reisman grew increasingly 
hysterical, flouncing in her seat 


as she wagged her finger at the 
audience and shouted that if 
they didn’t condemn gay and 
lesbian parents they would be 
to blame for the abuse of the 
children sitting before them. No 
qualified professionals were pre¬ 
sent to counter Reisman’s misin¬ 
formation about AIDS or homo¬ 
sexuality. 

Having a raving homophobe 
on to abuse guests may be en¬ 
tertaining, but when you pre¬ 
sent them as responsible profes¬ 
sionals you’re promoting hatred. 
Write Sally and tell her that if 
she wants to put bigots on the 
air who pretend to represent 
medical or scientific viewpoints, 
she needs to have real scientists 
on to put things in perspective.

It seems that many TV hosts 
are afraid to talk about gays and 
lesbians unless they have some 
fascist pinhead on to tell every¬ 
one that it’s OK to hate us. On 
Dec. 2, Larry King had on 
Cheryl Summerville, a lesbian 
who was fired by the Cracker 
Barrel restaurant chain as part 
of its recent witch-hunt against 
gays and lesbians. The discus¬ 
sion of Cracker Barrel’s policy 
was subverted by the presence 
of Ed McAteer, whose only ap¬ 
parent qualification for appear¬ 
ing on the show was a profound 
ignorance about sexual minori¬ 
ties. 

McAteer, who had no con¬ 
nection with the restaurant 
chain and no medical qualifica¬ 
tions, was there to claim that 
the discriminatory policy had 
sound justification in public 
health concerns (Cracker Barrel 
refuses to attempt any justifica¬ 
tion of its policy). 

“It’s reliably reported that 
the majority of gay men have 
what is called the ‘gay bowel 
disease,’ and it’s a contagious 
disease,” McAteer declared, and, 
“people don’t want their food 
being handled by people that 
transmit diseases.” This clown 
went on to compare homosexu¬ 
als to murderers and thieves, 
and said we should not be em¬ 
ployed around the public at all, 
making vague references to 
studies from the “Disease 
Center of America” to bolster 
his claims. McAteer’s bigotry 
was fascinating, in a morbid 
way, but was not necessarily rel¬ 
evant to the show’s subject, and 
callers were repeatedly con¬ 
fused in their belief that he rep¬ 
resented the restaurant chain. 

Write Mr. King and tell him 
you resent his turning every 
gay- or lesbian-related discus¬ 
sion into a fight about whether 
or not you’re clean, sick or even 
have the right to exist. Or tell 
him you believe that heterosex¬ 
uals are destroying the country 
and ask him if he’ll put you on 
television the next time he has a 
straight guest.

rial race and squeezed out of 
state politics. 

Concerning his homosexu¬ 
ality, Nolan said, “Where be¬ 
fore it was almost always 
mentioned first in news sto¬ 
ries involving me, it is now 
included either much later in 
the story or not at all. What I 
have been doing on trans¬ 
portation, pet reproduction 
control or other issues takes 
precedence.” 

Nolan thinks that the pub¬ 
lic has just gradually become 
used to and accepted his gay 
identity. 

Nolan sees the recently 
shifted boundaries of the 12th 
Congressional District as a 
boon. 

“During my service on the 
Board of Supervisors I 
worked mostly with the 
Fourth District of the county, 
Menlo Park, East Palo Alto 
and Redwood City, and those 
communities are a part of the 
12th Congressional District, as 
are San Carlos and Belmont,” 
he said. “Additionally, I got a 
lot of recognition in the north¬ 
ern part of Santa Clara Coun¬ 
ty when I mounted a fast 
campaign in the 1988 election 
when the Democratic candi¬ 
date Bob Mack suddenly 
died. I did really well in Palo 
Alto and the Stanford com¬ 
munity.” 

Nolan is unopposed in the 
June Democratic primary, but 
that situation could change. 
In the November race, he will 
face Republican fellow Super¬ 
visor Tom Heuning, but other 
candidates from that party 
might enter the race before 
June. ▼

scribing how his “close rela¬ 
tionship” with his mentor de¬ 
veloped his interest in art his¬ 
tory, a field that isn’t exactly 
a bastion of heterosexuality. 
Nor did they mention that, 
like Lewis, he left no “sur 
vivors” as the term is under 
stood by the mainstream me¬ 
dia. 

Kostof was praised for his 
innovative and sweeping anal¬ 
ysis of architecture, his appar¬ 
ently unique ability to put 
this discipline in a cultural 
context, and his superlative 
teaching skills. Gee, you don’t 
suppose any of this had any¬ 
thing to do with his being 
queer, do ya? 

The third and final obit of 
the day was for Jack Morri¬ 
son, once a member of the 
city’s Board of Supervisors. I 
found the listed cause of 
death, “pulmonary fibrosis,” 
to be suspiciously vague, al¬ 
beit not a dead giveaway like 
“emphysema” and “lym¬ 
phoma.” 

As with the broad, non¬ 
specific term “pneumonia,” 
“pulmonary fibrosis” can be 
used to describe any and ev¬ 
ery blockage of the lungs, 
such as Kaposi’s sarcoma or 
PCP.

Francisco and ACT 
UP/Windy City (a treatment- 
activist split from ACT 
UP/Chicago). 

Stickers protesting ACTG 
175 (“Take two nucleoside 
analogues and call me in 
1994”) were distributed, as 
were buttons protesting Astra 
corporation’s gouging on Fos- 
cavir, its newly approved 
treatment for CMV. 

The Foscavir buttons 
(“Lower Foscarnet’s price”) 
were popular even among re¬ 
searchers. When a scientist, 
responding to an activist’s 
question, denounced the treat¬ 
ment’s $30,000 per year price 
tag, a corporate representa¬ 
tive rushed to the microphone 
and shrilly but unconvincing¬ 


ly defended Astra’s pricing 
policy. It was one of the con¬ 
ference’s very few dramatic 
moments. 

The mild optimism about 
new treatments and expedit¬ 
ed processes could not over¬ 
come the gloom generated by 
fear of shrinking research 
budgets and the failure of so 
many new drugs. No one, 
whether bureaucrat, scientist 
or activist, came away from 
the 13th ACTG expecting a 
cure any time soon. ▼

partly to a more energetic fol¬ 
low-up program. 

“What happened in New 
York was entirely pre¬ 
dictable, the underfunding 
and lack of follow-through 
was so great. In San Francis¬ 
co, now is the time to do the 
things necessary to avoid the 
New York situation,” 
Schecter said. 

Necessary improvements 
in San Francisco TB control 
include wider testing (espe¬ 
cially for anyone at risk for 
HIV), preventive therapy for 
those with dormant infec¬ 
tions, and better ventilation 
and isolation techniques in 
shelters and hospitals to re¬ 
duce TB’s spread. 

Conversations with tuber¬ 


culosis experts reveal deep 
worries about the difficult 
times ahead for treating the 
disease in the midst of the 
AIDS epidemic. Yet expen¬ 
sive medicines aside, tubercu¬ 
losis prevention work re¬ 
mains as effective as ever, if 
properly funded. 

The basic nature of the TB 
microbe remains unchanged. 
It still spreads from one per¬ 
son to another only in certain 
situations, and it still lays dor¬ 
mant and uninfectious forever 
in most people. T

but because you’re suffering 
so much and very close to the 
end. Rational suicide is really 
a natural death,” said Stephen 
Jameson, who facilitates Hem¬ 
lock Society AIDS support 
groups. 

These groups attempt to 
resolve issues of grief and 
guilt around “self-deliverance” 
for people with advanced 
AIDS and their friends. 

Further safeguards built 
into the act include the right 
of a patient to revoke the re¬ 
quest for aid in dying at any 
time and a shield that pro¬ 
tects health-care providers 
from lawsuits after assisting 
someone under the law. Med¬ 
ical staff may opt out of assist¬ 
ing deaths if they are morally 
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opposed to the idea. 

Any sort of legal or eco¬ 
nomic coercion is also specif¬ 
ically barred. The act is not 
supposed to be a cost-control 
measure, after all. 

Concentrating on one’s 
death is not, generally speak¬ 
ing, good for one’s health. But 
many people find planning 
for a way out of enormous 
suffering helps avoid depres¬ 
sion. 

“Depression is when you 
don’t see options. Suicide was 
one of the first things I con¬ 
sidered. It gave me another 
option and made me feel bet¬ 
ter,” said Elliot Schneck, who 
has coped with the symptoms 
of HIV infection since 1982. 

Ryland was far from pes¬ 
simistic last week. He just felt 
that his time had come to 
make a transition. 

“I’m sure we’ll end up in 
the same place, and a great 
place it will be, too,” were 
Ryland’s parting words to 
this writer. ▼

percent of the 54 fraternal 
twin brothers and 11 percent 
of the 57 adoptive brothers 
were also gay. 

“The research strongly sug¬ 
gests a genetic contribution to 
sexual orientation,” J. Michael 
Bailey, assistant professor of 
psychology at Northwestern, 
said. 

“The identical twins—with 
their identical genes—had the 
highest percentage of homo¬ 
sexual siblings even though 
environmental influences 
were similar in that all the 
gay men recruited for the 
study were raised at home 
with their brothers,” Bailey 
said. 

The study by Bailey and 
Boston University researcher 
Richard Pillard concludes 
that from 30 percent to more 
than 70 percent of the causes 
of sexual orientation in men 
is genetic. ▼

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People to Run Big Pro-Gay Ad

A lesbian and gay organi¬ 
zation is placing in People 
magazine what may be the sin¬ 
gle most expensive and wide¬ 
ly seen pro-gay advertisement 
ever, but if the diversity of 
the lesbians and gay men fea¬ 
tured in the ad is any indica¬ 
tion, Variety might be a bet¬ 
ter place for it. 

The full-page ad is spon¬ 
sored by the national Lesbian 
and Gay Public Awareness 
Project, a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion which uses the media to 
educate the public on the top¬ 
ic of homosexuality and ho¬ 
mophobia. The ad will appear 
in the Dec. 30 year-end dou¬ 
ble issue of People and fea¬ 
ture a photo of over 40 les¬ 
bians and gay men with the 
caption “Guess What? We’re 
your family, neighbors, and 
friends ... and we’re gay. Look 
beyond lesbian and gay 
stereotypes and find out more 
about us!” 

“The photograph really 
shows the diversity of the les¬ 
bian and gay community,” 
Julie Baron, recently appoint¬ 
ed new executive director of 
the Los Angeles-based Aware¬ 
ness Project, said. “People 
don’t think they know anyone 
who’s gay, but there’s such a 
diversity (of people in the ad) 
that there’s probably some¬ 
body there anyone can relate 
to.” 

The Awareness Project 
went to great lengths to in¬ 
clude as much of the lesbian 
and gay community’s diversi¬ 
ty as possible in the ad. 

“We decided we wanted a 
true representation,” Baron 
said, noting that the ad in¬ 
cludes representatives from 
the African-American Gay 
and Lesbian Cultural Al¬ 
liance, Viva, the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Latinos Unidos, and the 
Asian/Pacific Islanders Gay 
and Lesbian Group. 

In addition, the ad features 
Dick Sargent, the actor who 
portrayed Darrin Stevens for 
most of the run of the 1960’s 
television series Bewitched 
and who publicly came out as 
a gay man on Oct. 11, this 
year’s National Coming Out 
Day. 

Other lesbians and gays in 
the ad include Lynn Shepodd, 
executive director of National 
Coming Out Day; Warren 
Sims, president of the 
African-American Gay and 
Lesbian Cultural Alliance; 
Virginia Uribe, the founder of 
Project 10, one of the nation’s 
first counseling programs for 
lesbian and gay high school 
students; and veteran gay ac¬ 
tivist Morris Kight. 

The ad, which will appear 
in the New York, Los Ange¬ 
les, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
San Francisco, Sacramento, 
Boston, Dallas, Fort Worth, 
Detroit, Washington, D.C., 
Baltimore, and Cleveland edi¬ 
tions of the magazine, cost 
mpre than $26,000 to place — a 
price which reflects the con¬ 
siderable discount People 
gives to nonprofit agencies 
and another discount because 
the ad was placed through an 
ad-placement agency. The ad 
was paid for by individual 
contributions and a grant 
from the Chicago Resource 
Center. 

Everything else — photog¬ 
raphy, graphics and place¬ 
ment — was done “basically 
pro bono,” Catherine Coker, 
founder of the Awareness 
Project and its former execu¬ 
tive director, said. 


The ad also features a tear- 
off coupon which readers can 
use to either donate to the 
Awareness Project or to re¬ 
quest a free brochure on the 
subject of homophobia. Coker 
hopes to mail out as many as 
50,000 of the brochures. 

As for the reception at 
People to the lesbian and gay 
subject matter of this particu¬ 
lar ad, Mabari said, “They 
didn’t flinch at all.” 

“I would say that they get 
an A-plus rating,” she said. 

People involved with the 
project are most proud of the 
fact that the ad contains 
racial, sexual and genera¬ 
tional diversity. 

“It was a blending of so 
many different groups that of¬ 
tentimes don’t relate to one 
another,” Coker said. “We 
sometimes stay separate in 
our issues.” 

For Baron, the Awareness 
Project’s new executive direc¬ 
tor, the ad symbolizes the or¬ 
ganization’s newfound com¬ 
mitment to racial diversity. 
Most of the time “we fail 
when we deal with people of 
color,” Baron said, because 


we “say, ‘Join us,’ rather than 
asking how we can give sup¬ 
port.” But, she said, the 
strength of the lesbian and 
gay community “is in its di¬ 
versity,” and until people start 
listening tc these often-ig¬ 
nored voices, the movement 
“won’t get very far.” Baron is 
seeking those voices in prepa¬ 
ration for a series of Aware¬ 
ness Project ads targeting the 
African-American and Latino 
communities. 

Even the photo shoot for 
the People ad broke down 
barriers, Coker said. 

“It was like a party where 
we were all coming together, 
having a good time, and at 
the same time getting the 
point across for the cause,” 
she said. According to Dick 
Sargent, “The unity feeling 
we had as a group is unlike 
anything I’ve ever felt.” 

Baron agreed. “It was very 
empowering for the individu¬ 
als and groups who were 
there,” she said. One person 
from a participating group 
even called to say he went 
home from the shoot and “re¬ 
vamped his whole organiza¬ 


tion,” she said. And while 
Baron usually expects some¬ 
one to “cop an attitude” at 
functions like this, no one did, 
despite the fact that over one 
hundred people were in¬ 
volved on the day of the pho¬ 
to shoot. 

Homophobia and the poli¬ 
tics of social change are com¬ 
plicated matters, Coker said. 

“You can’t boil it down to 
a few words,” she said, “but 
you’ve got to start some¬ 
where.” And, she said, what 
better place is there to start 
than by telling people the 
truth: that lesbians and gays 
are everyone’s family and 
friends — even if not everyone 
knows it. 

“This is different than how 


we’re typically portrayed” in 
the media, Baron said. 

“We need to use every av¬ 
enue available to reach the 
general population,” Coker 
said.- “We need to use televi¬ 
sion, print and radio. We 
need to all come out. We 
need to do everything we can 
to dispel the myths and let 
people know that we’re just 
people.” 

Baron hopes the ad and 
the exposure it will provide 
will “really get the communi¬ 
ty working together, really 
get people to put actions and 
money where their mouth is.” 

The People issue featur¬ 
ing the ad goes on sale Dec. 
23. ▼

Fierce Pussy Collective Wages War 

On the 'Heterosexual Crap We See Every Day'

I magine walking down a 
busy street in a family 
neighborhood and seeing 
on the wall a poster of a 
bare-chested little girl with 
the word “muffdiver” crudely 
typed on it. A reaction of si¬ 
multaneous shock and joy is a 
rare achievement for art, 
more so for public art. 

The Manhattan-based 
Fierce Pussy Collective has, 
in one swoop, created a series 
of Xerox posters, based on 
their own childhood snap¬ 
shots, which constitutes some 
of the most effective street 
propaganda in years. A solid 
statement of lesbian visibility, 
it’s an original affirmation of 
“We Are Everywhere.” It also 
confronts, for public dis¬ 
course, the taboo subject of 
childhood sexuality. 

As street propaganda, the 
posters are exciting. As street 
art, they’re masterpieces. 
They point to moments of 
awakening in both a private 
and public context. They’re 
tender and wild. They can re¬ 


mind anyone of the sexual 
awakenings that often be¬ 
come defined only later. 

The material presented is

both fragile and personal. 
This could be done by any¬ 
one. Yet there’s a spark, care 


and humor in these pieces 
that presents itself at exactly 
the right moment, at perhaps 
a collective moment of awak¬ 
ening. It appears we stand on 
the threshold of a production 
of art with specifically lesbian 
themes unlike anything in his¬ 
tory. 

The Fierce Pussy Collec¬ 
tive announces this all over 
the streets of Manhattan. 
They were recently inter¬ 
viewed as a group and it’s 
easy to see they’re having a 
great time with what they’re 
doing. 

The women regularly in¬ 
volved in the collective are 
Donna Binder, Pamela 
Brandt, Nancy Brooks Brody, 
Jean Carlomusto, Joy Episalla, 
Donna Evans, Lisa Hubbard, 
Ilse Jule, Zoe Leonard, Shel¬ 
ley Marlowe, Sarah Rossiter, 
Nancy Swartz, Suzanne 
Wright and Carrie Yamaoka.

A ttention lipstick les¬ 
bians and transves¬ 
tites! David Starr’s 
celebrity-sucking 
lips have surfaced once again 
in a new “how-to” manual for 
makeup application. As one 
might expect, the “acknowl¬ 
edgements” and “biography,” 
which open and close I Want 
Your Face, reek with that pe¬ 
culiarly Starresque brand of 
name-dropping we’ve all 
come to know and loathe. 

You should be able to rec¬ 
ognize the cover of this book 
by its remarkable resem¬ 
blance to the painted faces a 
13-year-old aspiring cosmetol¬ 
ogist sketches on the flyleaf 
of an otherwise unopened al¬ 
gebra text.

Right up front, you get a 
good idea of how Starr feels 
about the “natural” look — he 
dedicates his book to three of 
the great female imperson¬ 
ators of the modern age: Con¬ 
nie Francis, Tammy Wynette 
and Diana Ross. But more 


conclusive proof comes on 
page 17 when Starr states 
that he never does a face 
without applying a full coat of 
foundation. Diego Rivera, I 
believe, employed a similar 
process to prep plaster walls 
for frescoes. 

Words to the Wise 

When it comes to wearing 
and applying large quantities 
of cosmetics, Starr is the non¬ 
pareil. (Yes, David, we do re¬ 
member your larger-than-life 
posters at MUNI bus stops.) 
Scattered among Starr’s 
words to the cosmetically 
wise, the reader will find sev¬ 
eral useful tidbits. He wisely 
cautions the reader, “Don’t 
stick a small pencil in a big 
hole!”

Naiad Press Brings Feminist Message to All Kinds of Lesbians

T he first book published 
by Naiad Press, Sarah 
Aldrige’s The Latecom¬ 
er, hit the bookstores in 
January 1974. Eighteen years 
later, The Latecomer, along 
with every other Naiad title, is 
still in print. 

From this singular begin¬ 
ning, Naiad Press has grown 
to become “the largest lesbian 
publishing company in the 
world,” with a catalog of 
more than 190 books. Given 
the anti-intellectual sentiment 
in this country (current jargon 
describes America as a post¬ 
literate society), and conserva¬ 
tive political shift that makes 
lesbian feminism anathema to 
“right” thinkers everywhere, 
Naiad’s story is not simply 
noteworthy, but miraculous. 

Love Among the Galleys 

The story of Naiad Press 
could be a Naiad novel. In 
January of 1972, Barbara Gri¬ 
er lived in Kansas City, Mis¬ 
souri. She was “that woman 
who collected those books.” 
Donna J. McBride, a Kansas 
City librarian, was warned 
about the notorious Grier, 
and began following her in se¬ 
cret, noting the books Grier 
was reading, then reading 
them herself. 

McBride and Grier subse¬ 
quently met and fell in love 
(they will celebrate 20 years 
together in January of 1992). 
A year later, they were ap¬ 
proached by their friends, 
Anyda Marchant and Muriel 
Crawford, who wanted to 
start a lesbian press. March¬ 
ant and Crawford had the 
money; Grier and McBride 
could do the work. One year 
later, Naiad published The 
Latecomer, a first novel by 
Marchant (pen name: Sarah 
Aldridge), and the rest is his¬ 
tory. 

I spoke with Barbara Grier 
by telephone early one morn¬ 
ing to get the story of Naiad’s 
early years. Grier told me she 
was always a book person — a 
bibliographer, editor and 
writer, as well as a reader — 
so publishing was a natural 
outlet for her skills and inter¬ 
ests. 

But her decision to be a 
lesbian feminist publisher, 
and her commitment to her 
lesbian writers and readers, 


arose from a firmly held be¬ 
lief in her duty to the commu¬ 
nity. “I was a lesbian — I had 
been given a great gift,” says 
Grier. 

For Grier, Naiad Press is 
an extension of her activism. 
It’s a way of saying to les¬ 
bians, “You are a lesbian, and 
that is a wonderful thing to 
be.” Grier believes in the 
power and duty of individuals 
to make the world a better

place, and in her responsibil¬ 
ity to put forth an effort to¬ 
ward that end. 

Naiad readers span a wide 
range of interests and educa¬ 
tional levels. “Not all of those 
readers want to read great lit¬ 
erature all the time,” Grier in¬ 
sists. Naiad publishes a great 
deal of genre fiction — science 
fiction, romance, mystery — 
but even the genre fiction in¬ 
cludes an important feminist 
message. 

Lesbian Outreach 

Attempting to reach all 
kinds of lesbians, Grier de¬ 
signed Naiad’s list to appeal 
to a variety of tastes, while al¬ 
ways asserting “you are a les¬ 
bian and you are wonderful.” 
Grier recounted an incident 
that expressed her belief in 
the power (and necessity) of 
Naiad to reach all levels of 
lesbian readers. 

She was in an Atlanta 
bookstore, when she saw a 
young woman (“I can still see 
the way the sun shone on her 
strawberry blonde hair”), Na¬ 
iad book in hand, painstaking¬ 
ly moving her finger under 
each line as she slowly read 
each word. Certainly this was 
not a woman who came easily 
or comfortably to reading, but 
it was clear to Grier this 
woman was an important 
part of Naiad’s readership. 
Grier is committed to reach¬

ing that reader with a power¬ 
ful feminist message. 

I asked Grier, with some 
trepidation, since my reviews 
of Naiad books have not al¬ 
ways been positive, if she felt 
there was any value in book 
reviews or critics. I received, 
to my surprise, a resounding 
“Yes!” 

Her objection, she insisted, 
is to critics who fault an au¬ 
thor for not writing the book 
the critic felt like reading. 
She likened that critic to a 
person who picks up a book 
about New York, and com¬ 
plains that it isn’t about Paris. 

Critical Condition 

Grier feels the critic has an 
obligation to consider the au¬ 
thor’s intent, and how well 
the author succeeds in fulfill¬ 
ing that intention. “Who is the 
audience for this book?” Grier 
insists this is the question crit¬ 
ics must answer if their criti¬ 
cism is to be fair, or indeed 
useful, to readers or writers. 

Grier always felt artists 
and publishers should be able 
to earn a living at what they 
do. Naiad now has six full¬ 
time employees at their Talla¬ 
hassee office, and five of its 
authors are able to live on 
their royalties. She recognizes 
writers need more than one 
title to earn a living. There¬ 
fore, she has committed the 
press to keeping books in 
print, and to publishing all o f 
an author’s work. 

Naiad commits to an au¬ 
thor, not just a title. This com¬ 
mitment means that, despite 
the publication of 24 new ti¬ 
tles a year, Naiad has fewer 
spaces open for new writers. 
Grier works with other small 
and alternative presses in an 
effort to see that as many 
writers as possible are pub¬ 
lished. Unlike mainstream 
publishing houses, the alter¬ 
native presses realize that 
more readers means more 
prosperity for all. Coopera¬

tion, rather than competition, 
is the key. 

Naiad has an ambitious 
writer-recruitment program, 
and has readers all over the 
country who evaluate 
manuscripts. Every book is 
read by two readers who sub¬ 
mit independent evaluations. 
Readers with different back¬ 
grounds, interests and skills 
are paired in order to provide 
the widest range of responses 
to a particular manuscript. 

Future Tripping 

Grier has already begun 
working with the women 
who will replace her when 
she retires from Naiad. She 
believes lesbian presses have 
barely begun to tap their mar¬ 
ket, and she foresees an ex¬ 
plosion in lesbian readership 
in the next ten years. 

In August, 1992, Tim 
Hunter and Edward Press¬ 
man will begin filming Mur¬ 
der at the Nightwood Bar, 
one of Katherine V. Forrest’s 
popular Kate Delafield mys¬ 
teries, and Grier anticipates 
the film will introduce Naiad 
Press to a whole new 
audience of lesbian readers. 

What comes across pro¬ 
foundly in conversation with 


Barbara Grier is her activism. 
Her belief in her obligation to 
the community of lesbians, 
and of women, is palpable. 
After hearing too many wom¬ 
en deride the “F” word, Gri¬ 
er’s insistence on the feminist 
grounding of her life and 
work is heartening. 

From The Latecomer to 
Lesbian Nuns, from Karin 
Kallmaker to Claire McNab, 
from romantic fiction to les¬ 
bian history, the catalog of 
Naiad Press spans an extraor¬ 
dinary range of authors, titles 
and subjects. They have in 
common their lesbianism, and 
Grier’s hope that Naiad can 
appeal to large numbers of 
our community. If Barbara 
Grier and I disagree on what 
constitutes a good read, and 
we often do, we share a belief 
in the power of language to 
transform, inspire and revo¬ 
lutionize. 

“We have become a move¬ 
ment of words,” Grier says. 
“Our strength is our words.” 
Grier and Naiad Press are 
committed to publishing and 
preserving our words, our sto¬ 
ries, our legends, and to 
changing our lives as well. ▼

Standing Tall in Their Stilettos

P edro Almodovar is 
back in form with 
High Heels: a subtly 
elegant comedy-mys¬ 
tery-melodrama that finds the 
Spanish auteur at his most 
scintillating and challenging. 

This is a slower, quieter 
work than his giddy romps — 
more in the style of the mas¬ 
terful and disturbing Mata¬ 
dor. But in a season of terri¬ 
ble movies, his economical 
mise-en-scene and brilliant 
script sure make their mark. 

The director has often ac¬ 
knowledged the tripartite in¬ 
fluence on his work of Hitch¬ 
cock, Bunuel and Billy 
Wilder. The latter is most ev¬ 
ident here, in a Witness for 
the Prosecution vein, but a 
skewered version of Mildred 
Pierce is also present. 

From the first image of 
heroine Rebecca (Victoria 
Abril—infinitely more accom¬ 
plished than in Tie Me Up! 
Tie Me Down!) sitting anx¬ 
iously at an airport, followed 
by a scramble board of air¬ 
port information, the film¬ 
maker sets in motion the 
theme of a fragile universe 
likely to come apart at the 
seams. 

Rebecca (not unlike her 
Hitchcockian namesake) plays 
second fiddle to the more vi¬ 
brant personalities around 
her: her famous actress moth¬ 
er Becky (Marisa Parades): 
her stiflingly straight husband 
Manuel (Feodor Atkins); and 
her newly found friend, the 
female impersonator Femme 
Lethal (Miguel Bose). 

High Heels is a puzzler 
that surprises and delights 
with its dazzling twists, so I 
can’t give away too much of 
this intellectual stumper. But 
the film explores the shaky 
foundations of gender and 
passion whose very Almod¬ 
ovar fluctuations are part of 
their charm and power. 

Drag Swap Meet 

At a drag club where 
Lethal performs, Becky, the 
object of his worship, shows 
up for a flirt swap. Lethal 
trades one of his falsies for 
Becky’s earrings. And in re¬ 
sponse to the dour, mocking 
Manuel, Lethal drops a hand¬ 
bag on his lap before going to 
the dressing room to seduce 
both Manuel’s wife and 
Becky’s daughter. This is not 
TWA fare. 

The heroine in a car, 
streaking out of a black tun¬ 
nel onto a colorfully abstract¬ 


ed background, perfectly cap¬ 
tures Monica Vitti’s Red 
Desert mood of paranoid ap¬ 
prehension. Yet, Almodovar’s 
latest is also tremendous fun 
(albeit fundamentally serious). 
There are a couple of sus¬ 
tained comic sequences you’ll 
want to experience again. 

In one, a group of women 
behind bars breaks into a 
West Side Story-like chorus 
line of lesbian lovers. In an¬ 
other, Rebecca and fellow 
suspect Isabel are co-anchors 
on a national evening news 
show. Isabel does sign lan¬ 
guage for the deaf but would 
like to graduate to greener 
pastures. Their hilarious in¬ 
teractions during a broadcast 
confession scene are a perfect 
Almodovarian blend of dry 
wit and outrageous unconven¬ 
tionality. 

The seduction (some might 
question the uncomfortable 


overtones that seem to con¬ 
done rape) between Rebecca 
and Lethal had the Chronicle 
critic squirming with conster¬ 
nation over the implied fluid¬ 
ity of gender switching. 

High Heels is far from 
perfect. The nature of its 
melodrama entails a sluggish 
lapse or two, but compared to 
the unimaginative (and 
unimaginable) dreck of 
Young Soul Rebels, For the 
Boys, The Addams Family, 
Hook, At Play in the Fields 
of the Lord, The Last Boy 
Scout, Meeting Venus, Rhap¬ 
sody in August and Christ 
knows how many others, 
High Heels is the only holi¬ 
day film that makes one be¬ 
lieve in the movies.

C all me paranoid, but 
I’m becoming more 
and more convinced 
that in spite of appar¬ 
ent signs of progress — the in¬ 
clusion of gay-positive charac¬ 
ters in films like Frankie and 
Johnny and The Butcher’s 
Wife — Hollywood, in its zeal 
to pander, is actually becom¬ 
ing less sensitive in its treat¬ 
ment of gays. The three new 
releases discussed below have 
fuelled my suspicions: 

* * * 

Hook has turned me into 
Scrooge. After enduring its 
interminable two hours and 
15 minutes, I wanted to leave 
the theatre and kick a kid. 

That confirmed panderer 
to knee-jerk aesthetics, Steven 
Spielberg, now extends the 
corrupt and callow excesses 
of the late Frank Capra’s 
most cynical period by serv¬ 
ing up huge dollops of 
maudlin Spielbergian wish- 
fulfillment. 

One might make the case 
that Spielberg’s rabbinical, 
patriarchal bilge pivots on the 
heterosexual spectacle of a 
grown-up Peter Pan (Robin 
Williams) trying to lure his 
son Jack (Charlie Korso) back 
from the twin homosexual 
communities of Never Never- 
land — the Lost Boys colony 
and Hook’s band of pirates. 
But I’ll leave that to a Gay 
Studies Ph.D. candidate for 
her/his dissertation. 

In any case, Dustin Hoff¬ 
man’s Hook and Bob 
Hoskins’ Smee enjoy an inti¬ 
macy (in one scene Smee 
waxes his mentor’s mustache 
with his own ear wax, a ploy 
that would have delighted 
Bunuel) that none of the other 
characters quite match. 

Threat to the Family 

But this makes the movie 
sound more interesting and 
provocative than it really is. 
Can commercial narrative 
filmmaking make any claims 
to courage in its exploration 
of subjects when every seri- 
ous/bad movie of the last year 
— Regarding Henry, The Doc¬ 
tor, At Play in the Fields of 


the Lord, For the Boys, to 
name a few — involves a crisis 
of conscience where the pro¬ 
tagonist’s vocation threatens 
to destroy the much vaunted 
nuclear family? 

Has there been one movie 
about the dread of govern¬ 
ment control in the so-called 
democracies? Anything about 
the societal repression of or¬ 
ganized religion? The threat 
of abortion rights being taken 
away? The far right’s night¬ 
marish agenda to limit free¬ 
doms? 

I know, I know, Hook is a 
family movie. But its slide 
into the safety zone is symp¬ 
tomatic of a topical malaise 
that makes it almost impossi¬ 
ble to take Tinseltown seri¬ 
ously. No wonder John 
Sayles’ City of Hope was an 
independent production. 

Hook is absolutely killed 
by a nonstop, gushy, lushy, 
warbling heavenly choirs- 
filled music track by John 
Williams. This one would 
have embarrassed even Max 
Steiner in his heyday with its 
soporific over-indulgence. 

Dustin Hoffman does a fey 
Terry Thomas imitation that 
isn’t offensive but doesn’t 
stretch his range either. Andy 
Warhol once speculated that 
Hoffman would eventually 
turn into Edward G. Robin¬ 
son — and he has. 

* * 

What’s noteworthy about 
the generic slime of The Last 
Boy Scout, one of countless 
black/white buddy homopho¬ 
bic policiers, is that it comes 
from Geffen Pictures. David 
Geffen is a recently out/self- 
declared gay man (oh yes, “bi¬ 
sexual” — he used to “date” 
Cher). Geffen has, in eyebrow¬ 
raising fashion, now lent his 
imprimatur to a sleazefest in 
which gay people are humili¬ 
ated and scorned by the audi¬ 
ence-identifying leads. 

When Damon Wayans 
comments to Bruce Willis, 
“Do you work out? You have 
a good build,” and Willis re¬ 
sponds, “What are you, a 
fag?” the movie house I was 
in chortled with glee — as they 
(Continued on page 48)

and Bitzi Ziff are Betty, and 
as they explain during the 
show, they’re a band — a 
funky, rocking, musically so¬ 
phisticated group. They sing 
like nobody’s business, and 
move with an eroticism that 
is breathtaking. Playing tam¬ 
bourine, keyboard, bass gui¬ 
tar and cello; clapping hands 
and stamping feet; singing in 
harmonies that are both beau¬ 
tiful and consistent, Betty is a 
non-stop entertainment ma¬ 
chine, with a heart of gold. 

And they’re much more 
than entertainment. Their 
lyrics are clever, witty, liter¬ 
ate and worth attending. 
Their feminism is always pre¬ 
sent, and their willingness to 
play with sexual identities 
provides lots of thoughtful 
laughter. 

Betty’s tribute to Barbra 


Streisand is hot and ripping- 
ly funny. And if you’ve never 
heard their low, down and 
dirty version of the theme 
from Petticoat Junction, I can 
assure you this number alone 
is worth the price of admis¬ 
sion. 

Betty’s Holiday Camp is a 
delight. The music rocks, the 
women rock, the theatre 
rocks, and the audience rocks 
as well. We learn as we listen, 
and we laugh as we learn. 
“Betty rules,” Amy, Alyson 
and Bitzi insist, and they’re 
right. Long may they reign.

S ometimes friendship 
isn’t enough. Old bud¬ 
dies Rosemary Cloon¬ 
ey and Michael Fein¬ 
stein — she was the next-door 
neighbor throughout Fein- 
stein’s apprenticeship in the 
house of Ira Gershwin — have 
mistaken their considerable 
bonhomie for a show. The 
casually whipped together 
Say It With Music, now at 
the Curran Theatre, is an 
overly long, unfocused evening 
of golden era standards that 
would be far happier in a cab¬ 
aret. 

It is, nonetheless, marked 
by Clooney’s impeccable mu¬ 
sicianship and lovely voice, as 
well as some enticing bal- 
ladeering and a few invigorat¬ 
ing moments from Feinstein. 

The show begins with a 
few duets, then Rosie does 
her solo set. Intermission is 
followed by a Feinstein turn, 
capped by several more 
duets. A good game plan — 
not quite “The Best of Broad¬ 
way,” but it should result in 
an above average evening of 
entertainment. What keeps it 
from being superlative? 

The key to the evening’s 


misadventure is our need to 
accept the team as a pair. 
This simply misfires. The 
opening number—a cliched 
duet which Rosie and Bing 
sang on a 1957 album—mis¬ 
casts Feinstein as Crosby, and 
fails to impress. The duets 
are too predictable, and the 
special material, the stuff 
we’re supposed to think is 
just for Rosie and Michael, is 
either old or badly written. 

Beyond this, the show 
lacks surprise, starting most 
damagingly with Clooney’s 
set. Despite good pitch, taut 
rhythm and crisp diction, her 
effectiveness is undercut to 
the point of boredom by 
generic qualities, song choices 
and presentation. 

Pushing Her Album 

Rosie, pushing her album 
of World War II songs, seems 
to sing the entire war. These 
are swell songs (“I’ll Be See¬ 
ing You,” “These Foolish 
Things,” etc.), but in succes¬ 
sion are too similar. Every 
song goes: verse, chorus, band 
break, chorus. 

There’s nothing to high¬ 
light the specific value of a 
song or explore its emotional 


depth, least of all Rosie’s atti¬ 
tude which is approximate 
where it should be exact. 
Clooney is a fine singer. But 
this is the safest set I’ve nod¬ 
ded along to — that’s one step 
before nodding out — in years. 

Michael, on the other 
hand, has some surprises, but 
not always the kind we like. 
He wakes us up, from the sur¬ 
prise opening of a crooned 
“With a Song in My Heart,” 
to a curious lyric Ira Ger- 
swhin wrote so a man could 
sing “The Man I Love.” 

Michael’s patter is off-hand 
and off-the-wall spontaneous. 
Like him or not, he has a 
show. When he talks about 
his songs, they seem to mean 


something to him. The result 
is that even a second-rate 
number like “Lulu’s Back in 
Town,” can stand up to the 
big production workout it 
gets. 

Michael’s got plenty of 
good numbers, though. Too 
many, in fact, including stan¬ 
dards and novelties by Mer¬ 
cer, Carmichael, Berlin and 
Jule Styne. I enjoy his warm 
crooning, even when his 
clenched teeth make him look 
like a bad ventriloquist. But 
his special musical material, 
by Ray Jessel and Cynthia 
Johnson, spotlights flat 
rhymes and flatter jokes. Fe- 
instein’s dishing of Pee-Wee 
Herman, in a newly penned 


lyric, is particularly annoying, 
especially considering the 
glass house in which Fein¬ 
stein resides. 

Rosie returns, late in the 
night, for several Gershwin 
duets. Not quite the sum of 
its estimable parts, Say It 
With Music presents a saloon 
singer and a show singer do¬ 
ing what they do best. It’s ac¬ 
tually two shows in one, but 
not as memorable, or as im¬ 
mediately affecting, as one 
show ought to be. ▼

One for the Archivists 


A s on hjs Burton Lane 
album, Michael Fein- 
stein’s newest disc, 
The Jule Styne Song- 
book (Elektra Nonesuch), pre¬ 
sents the composer as accom¬ 
panist. Once again, while per¬ 
haps of historic interest, this 
is more of a drawback than a 
plus. 

In this album, Feinstein 
doesn’t see the conflict be¬ 
tween his intentions and their 
fulfillment. He comments in 
his liner notes how wonderful 
it is that we get to hear the 
songs the way the composer 
intended them to sound. And 
then he points out how novel 
it is that Jule never plays a 
song the same way twice, 
with new fill and feeling each 
time. And that’s what’s 
wrong. 

Although Styne was a mu¬ 
sical child prodigy, schooled 
in both classics and jazz, as a 
pianist here he’s merely a 
song-plugger. So these are 
not what the composer in¬ 
tended. These are show 
tunes, written for specific peo¬ 
ple in specific situations. On 
this disc, with the composer’s 
collusion, they are given a ca¬ 
sual once-over that renders 
them nearly inconsequential.

They would have been much 
better off in the singer’s 
show-oriented arrangements. 

So this is an album for 
fans and theatre archivists. 
There’s a song here that was 
cut from Gypsy and Fein¬ 
stein is at his caressing best in 
several ballads (despite their 
minute and half run- 
throughs). The repertory is 
choice, and the singing fine. 
But why has Michael let the 
composer emasculate his own 
songs?

I t has been firmly estab¬ 
lished, with the current 
production of Nicky Sil¬ 
ver’s Fat Men in Skirts, 
that the Magic Theatre is do¬ 
ing a theme season after all. 
It’s called “what happens to 
the family when the children 
starve.” 

The sometimes clever 
script of Fat Men is all too 
often a stringing together of 
formula devices and conceits 
(such as a witty title). The net 
effect is one of arrogance, 
cloaked in the mantle of the 
pseudo-shocking. It will prob¬ 
ably have some appeal for art¬ 
sy twenty-somethings who 
wear lots of black and read 
Alfred Jarry or Antonin Ar¬ 
taud. But even Artaud’s “The¬ 
atre of Cruelty,” while bril¬ 
liant in theory, was a resound¬ 
ing disaster in practice. 

I sat through Fat Men 
waiting for something truly 
shocking to happen. Even the 
so-called taboos of incest and 
cannibalism, topics that pre¬ 
tend to substance, were not 
theatrically interesting. As 
presented, they did not serve 
to underscore some larger vi¬ 
sion or underlying idea to be 
revealed further along in the 
play. There didn’t seem to be 
any shock value or any new 
territory to explore in either 
subject, because they were 
both quite plausible within 
the context of the play. 

Of course Phyllis (Susan 
Brecht) and her son Bishop 
(Sean Blackman) would have 


to eat the other passengers 
who died in the plane crash. 
And naturally, over a period 
of years, there is a gradual re¬ 
versal of their roles. Bishop 
matures from stuttering boy

to confident young man. With 
his mother’s increased insan¬ 
ity and dependence upon 
him, their relationship dis¬ 
solves on a deserted island. 
Incest is merely the “obvious 
next thing that’s going to hap¬ 
pen.” 

They pass time with a run¬ 
ning commentary on the de¬ 
tails of Katherine Hepburn’s 
career, and Mom explains the 
title’s reference to overweight 
transvestites. Phyllis halluci¬ 
nates as Bishop becomes 
clearer; she withers as he 
gains strength. 

In the meantime, back 
home, Dad (Goeff Shields), a 
filmmaker (who could never 
bring himself to call his wife 
by her name), has taken up 
with Pam (Molly Bryant), a 
minor porn star. Their meet¬ 
ing is one of Silver’s strongest 
writing sequences — a rapid- 
fire exchange of blatant asser¬ 
tions which each of them 


gleefully acknowledges are 
lies. 

The setting is a large 
mound of sand and a beach. 
(By the end of the run, all of 
the actors will have fabulous 
calves.) All scenes are on the 
“beach” of the island, with 
pieces of furniture changing 
locations for the different 


acts. (My friend and I were 
trying to determine what that 
mound was meant to be — it 
was sort of a penis and sort of 
a breast. But what it most re¬ 
sembled, as he succinctly put 
it, was a butt-plug.) 

When mother and son are 
miraculously found and re¬ 
turned to “civilization,” Phyl¬ 


lis is truly mad and Bishop is 
an angry young man who 
yells insults at his parents and 
continues endulging his hu¬ 
man flesh tartare habit. Bish¬ 
op is Oedipus with an ap¬ 
petite — he kills his father, 
sleeps with his mother, then 
eats them both. 

The acting and directing 
are actually quite good. As di¬ 
rector, R.A. White has a fine 
sense of the flow and look of 
the piece. Susan Brecht is out¬ 
standing as Phyllis, from her 
disgust with the sand and wa¬ 
ter which ruin her designer 
pumps through her regression 
into childlike behavior as she 
builds a Stonehenge of shoes 
around her. Brecht embraces 
this lost woman with an eerie 
possession in every moment 
she spends onstage. 

Blackman has little varia¬ 
tion, and once his character 
comes of age (so to speak) in 
the first act, he has nowhere 
to go, except to sustain a 
high-level intensity as he in¬ 
sults and immolates others. 
Bryant is effectively irritating 
as Pam and Popo, and 
Shields has a nice comic com¬ 
mand of his roles of dad and 
doctor. 

There’s a certain level of 
quality, in both performance 
and production, that one can 
generally expect from the 
Magic. But with Fat Men, I 
felt something was missing — 
it was theatre as Chinese 
food. I left the Magic still hun¬ 
gry, preoccupied with the 
thought that there might be 
sand in my shoes. ▼

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A Choral Christmas

T hree new compact 
discs by gay choruses 
from around the na¬ 
tion have been re¬ 
leased in time for the holi¬ 
days, and all of them would 
make super stocking stuffers. 
Two are Christmas albums 
and the third is the first 
recording by the San Francis¬ 
co Gay Men’s Chorus in ten 
years. 

Men of Manhattan 

The New York City Gay 
Men’s Chorus, in their second 
disc for Virgin Records, has 
produced a joyous seasonal 
feast that banishes the reser¬ 
vations I held about their pre¬ 
vious outing. The material is 
uniformly excellent (well, 
some folks like “The Twelve 
Days of Christmas”) and the 
arrangements are marvellous. 

Second-string Metropolitan 
Opera diva Faith Esham 
proves a mixed blessing in 
her solo appearance. Thin top 
and plummy bottom aside, 
her contributions serve as a 
pleasing contrast to the big, 
beautifully blended sound of 
the chorus. 

The taste and intelligence 
of the presentation is appar¬ 
ent throughout. Music Direc¬ 
tor Gary Miller deserves his 
own standing ovation for 
planning a finely constructed 
program and obtaining such a 
delightfully lively response. 

The concert is built on a 
clever pattern, beginning and 
ending with bright up-tempo 
material framing a softer in¬ 


trospective middle section. 
“Trois Noels Francais,” ar¬ 
ranged by Larry Moore, pro¬ 
vides Ms. Esham with a real 
star turn (she specializes in 
the French repertoire) and 
she displays a winning trill. 

The album takes its title 
from the arrangement of 
“Christmas Comes Anew” 
written by Mark Riese before 
his death in 1989. His brilliant 
work is featured in four selec¬ 
tions, most notably a happy “I 
Saw Three Ships,” and an in¬ 
genious set of six variations 
on “God Rest Ye Merry, Gen¬ 
tlemen.” Larry Moore is re¬ 
sponsible for arranging five 
numbers, and his lovely “The 
Virgin’s Slumber Song,” com¬ 
posed by Max Reger, is, in it¬ 
self, enough to compensate 
for the dreaded “Twelve Days 
of Christmas.” 

Special mention must be 
made of the truly remarkable 
orchestral contributions. Geof¬ 
frey Kiorpes actually makes a 
credible harpsichord of his 
synthesizer and Karen 
Lindquist’s harp is clear and 
sweetly tuned. The strings, 
horns, percussion and flute 
(John Blanchard) are all in 
perfect accord with Gary 
Miller’s direction and the ex¬ 
emplary engineering of Paul 
Zinman. 

Texas Harmony 

The Turtle Creek Chorale 
under Artistic Director Dr. 
Timothy Seelig is a 150-voice 
male chorus based in Dallas, 
Texas. Now in their twelfth 
season, they have recorded a 
new album to follow the crit¬ 


ically praised From the 
Heart. Simply titled Peace, 
after the closing number by 
Rick and Sylvia Powell, the 
chorale has given us a gentle 
Christmas gift, devoted to the 
sacred aspects of the season. 
New York’s recital is more 
varied, but this is still a fine 
musical expe 

rience. 

The holidays are no time 
to be “outing” anyone and 
your guess is as good as mine, 
whether the Texan organiza¬ 
tion is gay or not. No mention 
is made in the program notes 
or press releases, but the tone 
is gay-sympathetic. Ultimate¬ 
ly, it makes little difference 
when the present from the 
closet is so thoughtful and 
free of mothballs. 

The-only secular song is 
Irving Berlin’s White Christ¬ 
mas and it helps break up a 
monochromatic program. The 
remaining selections are 
mostly offbeat but exquisitely 
crafted carols. Like New 
York, Dallas works with good 


arrangements—half the battle 
with choral presentations — 
and the engineering is closely 
balanced to give a softly fo¬ 
cused intimacy. 

Despite an off-putting title, 
the disc’s best discovery is 
“The Jesus Gift” by Gilbert 
Martin. Imagine Stephen 
Sondheim writing a Christ¬ 
mas song and you’ll have an 
idea. The rarely heard “The 
Three Kings”, by Healey 
Willan is another showpiece, 
moving dangerously around 
an ambiguous tonal center. 
But this poses no threat to the 
chorale’s excellent pitch and 
control 

Good taste is the keynote 
of Peace, not the overly cau¬ 
tious kind but one of serious 
musicians making a carefully 
prepared statement. 

Bay City Christmas Beat 

For those who missed 
their concert at Herbst The¬ 
atre last week, copies of the 
San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus CD, How Fair This 
Place, are now available at 
Tower, Wherehouse and 
Rainbow Records, A Differ¬ 
ent Light Bookstore on Cas¬ 
tro and, best of all, Under 
One Roof (The Names Pro¬ 
ject Holiday Store). 

This album is a must for 
San Francisco gift-giving. All 
the trademark thrills are here: 
the glorious power when ev¬ 
ery voice is singing full out; 
the piquant twist to formerly 
heterosexual love songs; even 
the mandatory encore of “San 
Francisco,” done as a rousing 
anthem for the “cool, gray 
city of love.” 

There are disappoint¬ 
ments, however, and they are 
sizeable. Too much time is 
given to weak medleys from 
mediocre Broadway shows. 
Many may find the scores of 
Miss Saigon and Chess more 
rewarding than I and the ma¬ 
terial chosen is probably the 
best from each. Still, I defy 
anyone other than Artistic Di¬ 
rector Stan Hill, and maybe 
some of his most loyal choris¬ 
ters, to find any redeeming 
merit in the awful songs from 
Jekyll & Hyde. 

Robert Seeley’s deeply 
moving “You Are My Star” fi¬ 
nally receives a first record¬ 


ing, and his musical setting of 
“An Irish Blessing” closes the 
concert. “Love’s Gift” by 
Roger Ames, with words by 
poet James Agee, is beautiful¬ 
ly performed. 

The concert opens with a 
stirring rendition of “On 
Earth as It Is in Heaven,” 
from the film The Mission. 
The haunting oboe solo by 
Martin Kahler, with atmo¬ 
spheric percussion support by 
Victor Flaviani, certainly rais¬ 
es expectations. The segue 
into the songs from Miss 
Saigon maintains the mood, 
but a lumbering “Love Med¬ 
ley,” featuring some ’50s 



tunes (“When I Fall In Love,” 
“Let It Be Me,” and “Un¬ 
chained Melody”) only re¬ 
minded me of my intense dis¬ 
like for the movie Ghost. 

“Nigra Sum” by Pablo 
Casals, the titular “How Fair 
This Place” and “Salvation Is 
Created” clear the palette, 
however, and the overall im¬ 
pression is positive, touching 
and warm. I will return to 
this album with pleasure, 
even tolerating the almost- 
best of Broadway segment. 
While listening, one can pic¬ 
ture the chorus clearly, and 
how often do you get a 
chance to cozy up by the 
Christmas tree with over a

'Bragg'ingDown the House 

Billy Busts Loose

W earing an ACT 
UP “Clark Wants 
Dick” T-shirt, Bil¬ 
ly Bragg jump- 
started his Warfield perfor¬ 
mance with “You Woke Up 
My Neighborhood,” and pro¬ 
ceeded to deliver two hours 
of catchy agit-pop. Politics 
and pop music don’t usually 
make good bedmates, but in 
this instance, it was a match 
made in heaven. 

Between songs, Bragg 
preached his refreshingly un¬ 
repentant leftist politics to an 
enthusiastically attentive audi¬ 
ence. 

He talked about homopho¬ 
bia, AIDS, needle exchange, 


racism, sexism, capitalism, 
and militarism (among other 
topics) without failing to 
make a connection between 
the various forms of oppres¬ 
sion. It was a political science 
lecture and a concert all 
wrapped into one entertain¬ 
ing bundle. 

Big Band Bragging 

Bragg normally performs 
with little more than himself 
and a guitar, but because of 
the production values on his 
new album Don’t Try This at 
Home, he was backed for 
most of the performance by a 
full band. He played both old 
and new songs, including 
beautiful ballads like “Tender 
Comrade” and “Dolphins,”

but, as always, there were 
songs he didn’t play that 
many wanted to hear. 

Despite the ACT UP pres¬ 
ence in the lobby, and his pro¬ 
gay sloganeering and songs, 
he failed to play “Trust,” a 
song from the new album 
that beautifully captures the 
fear and denial of having un¬ 
safe sex. It was the first song 
he wrote for the album, and it 
is amazing how he took him¬ 
self out of his experience as a 
self-identified straight white 
man to write about the sexual 
anxieties engendered by 
AIDS in gay men and straight 
women. 

Backstage, Bragg admitted 
he thought the song was a bit 
depressing for a concert. 


There were so many songs he 
wanted to include that 
“Trust” lost out in the shuffle. 

Bragg did play “Trust’s” 
sister song, the unapologeti- 
cally pro-sex “Sexuality,” 
which he said he wrote to off¬ 
set the sadness of “Trust.” 
With a richer (more commer¬ 
cial) sound courtesy of his col¬ 
laboration with guitarist John¬ 
ny Marr, and lines like: “just 
because you’re gay, I won’t 
turn you away” and “safe sex 
doesn’t mean no sex, it just 
means use your imagination,” 
“Sexuality” has endeared 
Bragg to many politically 
minded queers as well as 
helping him reach a more 
mainstream pop audience. 

Bragg closed his show by 


Bragg closed his show by 
paraphrasing Emma Gold¬ 
man (“If I can’t dance, I don’t 
want to be part of your revo¬ 
lution”). He then launched 
into a jam session of Deee 
Lite’s “Groove Is in the 
Heart,” sprinkled with sam¬ 
ples of Lou Reed’s “Walk on 
the Wild Side,” Heaven 17’s 
“Fascist Groove Thing,” and 
Gang of Four’s “I Love a Man 
in Uniform.” 

T-shirt Brigade 

Everyone in Bragg’s band 
wore ACT UP T-shirts, and a 
huge ACT UP banner (decry¬ 
ing Quentin Kopp’s obstruc¬ 
tion of needle exchange legis¬ 
lation) hung over the stage. 
ACT UP/San Francisco and

Five Will Read for 
Needle Exchange

F ive local writers will 
participate in “Points 
of View,” a benefit 
reading and perfor¬ 
mance Saturday evening for 
Prevention Point, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s needle exchange pro¬ 
gram. Michael C. Botkin, the 
editor of Diseased Pariah 
News, an AIDS humor 
magazine, will emcee the

event. Also participating will 
be Logomotive Magazine’s 
Sunah Chewin, cartoonist/ 
writer Kris Kovick, author and 
activist Pat Califia, and the 
B.A.R.’s own girl-jock jour¬ 
nalist Nancy Boutilier. 

George Clark of Preven¬ 
tion Point describes the nee¬ 
dle exchange program as 
“street-based, non-judgmental 
outreach.” Volunteers help 
distribute bleach, other sup¬ 
plies and provide referrals for 
counseling and other help 
upon request, in addition to 
offering one-for-one exchange 
of needles. They work in var¬ 
ious locations on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday 
evenings, from the Haight to 
South of Market. 

About 12,000 needles are 
exchanged per week in the 
city. The cost is about $5,000 
a month to keep needle ex¬ 
change going. Clark says that 
although there is a greater 
need for monetary donations 
than volunteers right now, 
the program is growing and 
more people will be needed. 

“Prevention Point is my 
idea of a thousand points of 
light,” said Botkin when 
asked to participate. “The 
point of this is,” stresses 
Sunah Cherwin, “to prevent 
people from getting AIDS.” 

Nancy Boutilier echoed 
that as the reason why she 
wanted to be involved in the 
benefit event. Boutilier, who 
will be reading her poetry, re-

Why 'TheNutcracker'Endures 

Kids Know Best

I t’s all very Blakean, real¬ 
ly. You see, this holiday 
season, havingwitnessed 
another year of intense 
cynicism in the contemporary 
arts (and, I suppose, in society 
at large), I have begun a quest 
for childlike pleasures, for in¬ 
nocence reborn. This has al¬ 
ways, I admit, been part of 
my attraction to the world of 
dance. But in December 1991, 
the need seems particularly 
vital, a conscious realization 
of inner drive. 

Of course, many of my 
friends have laughed. They’ve 
greeted my announced enthu¬ 
siasm for seeing The 
Nutcracker (or Casse- 
Noisette, as the ballet is most 
commonly known outside the 
U.S.) with a mixture of hu¬ 
mor and disdain. And there is 
good cause for their derision: 
we have all gained a wealth 
of “experience” in our jour¬ 
neys through the battles (aes¬ 
thetic, political and sexual) of 
life in urban America. But I 
also think some of these 
friends are a little afraid. In¬ 
nocence, although most often 
the province of childhood, is 
not a childish concept. 

The Nutcracker I saw 
Dec. 10 at the Opera House, 
the first of San Francisco Bal¬ 
let’s 35 holiday performances, 
will never match the pure 
amazement, the intoxicating 
pleasure that defined my first 
experience of this ballet — of 
any ballet for that matter. 
But regrets are not the issue. 
Bridging Past and Pre¬ 
sent 

Instead, I’m intrigued by 


the bridge between past and 
present, by the power of this 
particular work to captivate a 
child’s attention (Dance Mag¬ 
azine currently lists 189 pro¬ 
ductions of Nutcracker for 
the month of December). As 
an adult, I returned to 
Nutcracker compelled by the 
beauty of its music and danc¬ 
ing — and with a longing, 
unashamedly, to believe in its 
promise of happiness won 
from battle with the dark. 

For the record, my very 
first Nutcracker, seen at age 
10 or 11, was the Ruth 
Page/Tribune Charities’ pro¬ 
duction at Arie Crown The¬ 
ater in Chicago, an annual 
event that still endures. The 
details are now, however, 
somewhat fuzzy in my mind. 
But I do remember being ter¬ 
rified of the mice, deeply en¬ 
amored of the Sugar Plum 
Fairy (and her Cavalier), and 
obsessed with wanting to 
know how they could make a 
Christmas tree grow so tall. I 
kept pestering my parents: 
Was it real? 

Of course, metaphysical 
speculations never disappear 
completely from any produc¬ 
tion of Nutcracker. But it is 
also true that the current SF 
Ballet version, designed by 
Jose Varona and premiered in 
December 1986, rarely chal¬ 
lenges one’s susceptibility to 
scenic enchantment. For ex¬ 
ample, the SFB Christmas 
tree, a matter of some impor¬ 
tance to connoisseurs, is a 
colossal flop: flat-looking and 
made (it appears) from paint¬ 
ed plastic, the tree grows with 
awkward spurts upward. My 
disappointment was mitigated

only by the fact that this year 
I noticed many first-time at¬ 
tendees (usually rather junior 
in years) gasping when the 
tree began to rise. 

Adult's Idea 

The Varona production 
(which I have already written 
about with great venom in 
past years) is mostly an 
adult’s idea of what would ap¬ 
peal to a child. Hence, the sec¬ 
ond act “Kingdom of Sweets” 
is a multi-hued orgy of drip¬ 
ping ice cream cones and

gooey chocolates with a paint¬ 
ed cartoon castle for the back¬ 
drop. And in Act One, the 
staging offensively betrays 
the music (the mice become 
cute while the score screams 
with terror). 

But I am, nevertheless, 
confident there will, one day, 
be a better, more honest pro¬ 
duction (any virtuous donor 
with a large pocketbook is en¬ 
couraged to step forward). 
And, for the time being, I am 
willing to content myself with 
Tchaikovsky’s wonderful 
score (it’s full of surprising 
tensions) and the superior 
dancing that the new SF Bal¬ 
let delivers. 

The music, conducted on 
opening night by Denis de 
Coteau, was played with such 
care, and with such a brisk, 
rejuvenating tempo, that it 
saved this Nutcracker from

the sticky, sentimentalizing 
temptations of the Varona 
decor. The San Francisco Bal¬ 
let Orchestra is, by the way, 
one of the reasons why it is 
now such a pleasure to listen 
whenever the company 
dances. 

Crisp Dancing 

The dancing on Tuesday 
was equally crisp (something 
you can’t always count on 
when the last performance 
rolls around on Dec. 29), high¬ 
lighted by the casting of Eliz¬ 
abeth Loscavio as the Sugar 
Plum Fairy and the local de¬ 
but of Stephen Legate as her 
Cavalier (he’s new to the com¬ 
pany from the National Ballet 
of Canada). Loscavio is the 
company’s rising star and Sug¬ 
ar Plum is an ideal role for 
her pixielike charms and dia¬ 
mond-sharp attack. 

Legate was an especially 
sleek, confident and engaging¬ 
ly boyish partner. Together 
they seem emblematic of the 
company’s fusion of classicism 
with youthful zest. 

The other great pleasure of 
this Nutcracker is the dancing 
in the first act’s snow scene 
(designer Varona’s most suc¬ 
cessful decor — an icy lake sur¬ 
rounded with snow-laden fir 
trees). The Snow Flakes (prob¬ 
ably many a child’s first intro¬ 
duction to a ballerina’s art) 
were remarkable for their clar¬ 
ity of form and expressive up¬ 
per torsos. Kathleen Mitchell, 
dancing Queen of the Snow, 
was suitably regal, glittering. 

Tuesday’s Nutcracker was 
also an occasion to note the re¬ 
turn of two SF Ballet veterans. 
Joanna Berman, absent for 
more than a year due to an in¬ 
jury, danced an effortless, radi¬ 
ant Butterfly in the Waltz of 
the Flowers. Lawrence Pech 
has returned to a new assign¬ 
ment as principal character 
dancer. He danced the genial 
Dr. Stahlbaum with both wit 
and balletic elegance. 

The Nutcracker is, indeed, 
an old chestnut. It charms the 
children and reminds some of 
us of who we once were. It 
also offers possibilities — in life 
and art — of who we might be. 
And that, I suspect, is why this 
ballet endures with a 
vengeance. ▼ 


A Parallel Life 

If Not on Earth, Then in Heaven 
by Joel Redon; St. Martin's Press, $17.95

J oel Redon, author of 
Bloodstream, a fictional¬ 
ized account of his own 
coming to terms with 
living with AIDS, has 
written another novel, If Not 
on Earth, Then in Heaven, 
inspired by the life of a fami¬ 
ly member. 

Redon’s great-great aunt 
Neoma, who died of con¬ 
sumption when she was bare¬ 
ly 20, is the center of this tale 
of an idealistic young woman 
with an artist’s soul from east¬ 
ern Oregon, who attempts to 
create a new life for herself in 
the big city. The year is 1905, 
and the big city is Portland, 
where a World’s Fair pro¬ 
vides a colorful and surreal 
background for Neoma’s rela¬ 
tions with her troubled suitor, 
Adam; Birdie, another young 
woman residing at the 
Martha Washington Hotel for 
Women; and her employer, 
Mrs. Beckworth. 

Neoma has brought with 
her a violin, sketchbook and, 



inside her deceased mother’s 
hatbox, a collection of her 
grandparents’ letters to each 
other written during the Civil 
War. Her music, drawing 
and reading give her comfort 
and a connection to her fami¬ 
ly’s past. 

Neoma meets a young 
man, Adam, who wants to be 
an actor but must work at the 
library instead. He falls in 
love with her. To him she is

Rad Gays Target Right Wingers 

Sorry Now? 

by Mark Richard Zubro; St. Martin's, $17.95 

Ever speculate on the lengths the radical gay groups 
might go to if they were sufficiently inflamed by the reli¬ 
gious right and/or the reactionary conservatives? Such vio¬ 
lent means are at the heart of Mark Richard Zubro’s latest 
mystery. The daughter of a famous hell- 
fire preaching evangelist turned politician 
is killed on a Chicago beach not long af¬ 
ter a clear dawn in mid-summer. Gay de¬ 
tective Paul Turner and.his straight part¬ 
ner Buck Fenwick are put on the case 
and soon find the only clue is a note ask¬ 
ing, “Sorry now?” Similar notes have 
been found at other crime sites involving 
outright homophobic figures. 

Earlier in life, Turner, currently in his 
mid-30s and a veteran cop, fathered two 
sons, one now an athletic teenager and 
the younger a bright kid with spina bifi- 

- da. As Turner gets deeper into the case, 

the boys’ lives are threatened. His own is none too secure 
as he and his partner rebound from one stonewalling after 
another. Confounding them the most are the evangelist, 
who has the improbable but evocative name of Muck- 
lewrath, and the armored staff of relatives around him. But 
there are intriguing others, too: the sly derelict Wilmer, a 
sharp gay journalist named Ian, the hot-tempered hustler 
Rusty and Turner’s neighbor, the aged but sprightly Mrs. 
Talucci. The handsome, dedicated physician George Man¬ 
fred figures in both the investigation and Turner’s erotic in¬ 
terests. 

Though the detectives are repeatedly thwarted, the com¬ 
bination of the compelling characters, frequent action and 
gritty police atmosphere keeps the novel percolating. 

Zubro’s implied judgments of radical gays might raise some 
readers’ hackles, but the realistic handling will bring them 
right back into the action. — Marv. Shaw 

Creating Worlds Women Want 

Shakti Woman: Feeling Our Fire, Healing Our World — 

The New Female Shamanism 

by Vicki Noble; HarperSan Francisco, $14.95 

At first glance, you might think this is one of those dippy 
New Age books. A closer reading, however, reveals an inter¬ 
esting mesh of anthropological research and empowering 
ideas. Noble analyzes the early history of civilization, agree¬ 
ing with conclusions by earlier feminist historians that civi¬ 
lization as we know it has mutated into a lower, more vio¬ 
lent form than the world the ancients knew. After rehears¬ 
ing these conclusions, she projects some solutions to current 
problems. Noble hopes that women will empower them¬ 
selves by questioning the value of things (mostly material 
“toys”) that the current epoch of this society holds 
dear, and by remembering the importance of natural cycles, 
rage and history in order to understand how to feel free. 

Shakti women are shamans, or witches. Yet, according to 
Noble, these witchy types are merely perceptive, using hid¬ 
den truths for their own benefit. What may seem magical to 
the uninitiated is merely the result of greater understanding 
of self and nature. Women, Noble insists, can create the 
world they want within their own lives by understanding 
their bodies, understanding the cycles of nature and “heed¬ 
ing the call of the deep, serious will to live in the planet.” 

Part historical analysis, part prescription, this book at¬ 
tempts to link ancient practices and modern problems, 
showing us that leaving the old ways may have worsened 
the human condition. The more literal-minded among read¬ 
ers may find this a difficult leap of faith to make. However, 
according to Noble, that’s precisely the problem with the 
modern world: faith, trust and natural connections are so 
frightening that alienation and cynicism seem preferable to 
the risk of belief. — Vicky Greenbaum 

The Smartmouth Murders 

Best Performance by a Patsy 
by Stan Cutler; Dutton, $18.95 

Gay writer Mark Bradley is doing an “as told to” autobi¬ 
ography of the life of a Hollywood private eye named Ray¬ 
ford Goodman, who shot to fame 25 years before when he 
solved the sensational murder of Rita Rose, a top star who 
screwed around a whole lot with both movie powers and 
unsavory characters. When Goodman, who has split from 
his wife and is down on his luck, learns that his biographer 
is a fag, he is not pleased. 

Bradley, proud and prickly about being gay, is not exact¬ 
ly delighted either. In time, the two struggle through their 
mutual antagonism to work together way beyond the auto¬ 
biography, the detailed re-examination of the Rita Rose 
murder. Though Goodman had nailed a slippery small-time 
hood named Danny Pagani as the killer, persons unknown 
are hostile to any past events being dug up for the bio. 
Threats, a car bombing and bodily harm — sometimes to re¬ 
ally innocent parties like Brian, Mark’s lover — ensue. 

Wound into the plot are diminished movie mogul R. 
Symington Lefcourt, America’s most beloved comedian 
Harry Light, Rita Rose’s brainwashed mother, a slick mob¬ 
ster named Cefinelli, a completely whacked-out second ba¬ 
nana called Dubie Dietrich, an electronic snooper whiz 
named Francine (who also consumes controlled substances 
with uncontrolled passion), and countless colorful others, 
as the old movie ads used to say. — Marv. Shaw

Leventhal Tries 
Them All 

Candy Holidays and Other Short Fictions 
by Stan Leventhal; Banned Books, $9.95

I f variety were the sine 
qua non of short fiction 
collections, Stan Leven¬ 
thal would sweep the 
field. In this one rather brief 
volume, he has a go at satire, 
science fiction, porn, realistic 
domestic drama, futuristic 
fantasy and contemporary 
love story. Actually, Leven- 
thal’s drive to be original has 
been apparent since the title 
of his first novel, Mountain 
Climbing in Sheridan Square, 
a few years ago. In this cur¬ 
rent work, the ambition is 
still admirable; the execution, 
not always so. 

Using “Candy Holidays” as 
the title story is a good idea. 
Oddly, it is not the lead-off se¬ 
lection but a kind of center- 
piece in the book. That’s right 
for what it is because the 
careful, intense concentration 
on several months in the 
union of two mature gay men 
today does more to illumine 
the way so many of us live 
now than any other compara¬ 
ble fiction in recent memory. 
Leventhal succeeds brilliantly 
in this compressed novella of 
shrewdly selected detail, real¬ 
istically demonstrated in¬ 
sights and economic but 


evocative style. 

“Razorback,” one of the 
more imaginative flights of 
fancy here, achieves success 
through many of the same 
qualities. Set in what Leven¬ 
thal very likely presumes to 
be the not-too-distant future 
of a metropolis collapsed into 
utter barbarism, the story 
concerns a passive young 
male narrator who is the 
slave of a violent tough who 
both protects him and fucks 
him brutally. Their life in 
this completely anarchic envi¬ 
ronment is still ennobled by 
affection. “Razorback” is a 
most extraordinary love story. 

Though not as heartfelt, 
“The King and the Jack” has 
its own clever usages of sex 
as two very different but mu¬ 
tually attractive hunks work 
their way through a night of 
marathon sex and verbal 
sparring that is not always 
jocular. 

But some of Leventhal’s 
tries fall flat. Though “The 
Garden of Terra IX” tenderly 
portrays two gay relation¬ 
ships and features a nice re¬ 
versal of traditional mores 
and “The Solar Hunks of 
Uranus” is more wildly sex- 
fantastic than (probably) any¬ 
thing else in the genre, both 



seem contrived and non-in¬ 
volving as science fiction. 

“Boys in the Sand,” an at¬ 
tempted satire involving 
George Bush in Saudi Arabia, 
collapses on its pathetically 
ludicrous self. In “Brother¬ 
hood,” there are so many sex 
coincidences that any resem¬ 
blance to reality evaporates 
long before the obvious fin¬ 
ish. The author might have 
had something serious to say 
about megalomaniacal. hypo¬ 
critical “stars” in “Life Is the 
Illusion,” but again, credulity 
is so strained that the story 
simply crumbles. 

Ironically, the opening 
piece, “Oasis Motel,” should 
be the closer. As a vivid, jolt¬ 
ing depiction of a hideous cir¬ 
cumstance that must be hap¬ 
pening daily in the gay male 
world, it’s a real stunner. 
The steamy style Leventhal 
used in last year’s The Black 
Marble Pool is here, to ▼ 
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“For lesbians, there’s 
something in flux at this mo¬ 
ment, we think. We feel we’re 
part of making that flux, like 
burning your bra 

“We’re angry at the hetero¬ 
sexual crap we see every day. 
And we’re partly motivated 
by the fact that lesbians are 
rarely seen as a group. We’ve 
come together and want to 
make a strong impact with 
the fact that we, as a group of 
lesbians, are doing this. 

“It’s the provocation and 
anger that makes us get the 
posters out immediately. We 
have a meeting, we put some¬ 
thing together, then we get it 
out into the public. We’ve let 
some individual aesthetic con¬ 
cerns go in order to make the 
project fun for us, and that 
can be beautiful in itself. 

“The work of feminism 
and radical feminism seems 
in many instances to have 
been done by lesbians, which 
wasn’t acknowledged. So 
Fierce Pussy is kind of old 
and kind of new. It’s another 
offshoot of feminism, but it’s 
dealing with our sexuality 
rather than the fact that we’re 
all women. 

“We’ve seen the effective¬ 
ness of collectives like Gran 
Fury doing work around 
AIDS, and of Gang working 
with lesbian and gay issues. 
There needed to be more les¬ 
bian visibility. The Lesbian 
Herstory Archives has done a 
lot to help us know that we 
can make our history and tell 
it. 

“Over last summer there 
was an explosion of street 
posters. There was the San 
Francisco-based Sister Ser¬ 
pents presentation at ABC No 
Rio (a Lower East Side club). 
We’re not operating in a vac¬ 
uum, there’s some sort of col¬ 
lective unconscious going on 
and we’ve reached a certain 
boiling point. 


First Works 


“Our first posters were the 
lists of words — ‘femme, 
tomboy, sapphic, deviant and 
PROUD.’ There’s a conceptu¬ 
al precedent in the gay com¬ 
munity for being proud of the 
very worst thing that you can 
be called. 

“The signposts we did for 
Gay Pride Week came from 
wanting to honor the women 
who have meant so much to 
us, like Adrienne Rich and 
Audre Lourde. We stenciled 
their names on street corners 
throughout the West Village 
and up Fifth Avenue. We re¬ 
named squares and plazas for 
them. Because these lesbian 
women don’t get the promi¬ 
nence they deserve, giving it 
to them on this small scale al¬ 
lows other people to find 
them. 


Baby Posters 


“The baby posters are a lot 
about memory and how you 
fit into your family and com¬ 
munity. Now we can recog¬ 
nize that we had a special re¬ 
lationship with other females. 
We’re putting forth that we 
have a different set of memo¬ 
ries about our childhood than 
the rest of our families. That 
might be true for many 
straight people, also. 

“Some women felt that we 
were creating a questionable 
or unhealthy thing. It raised 
questions about at what age 
you become a dyke. What we 
stand on is the fact that we’re 
not appropriating anyone 
else’s image. These are our 
childhood photographs. If you 
want to take your baby pic¬ 
tures and put “muffdiver” on 
them, that’s your business. 

“One reason we did the 
posters was to keep one an¬ 
other company on the street. 
Many women have told us 
how good those posters made 
them feel as they went about 
their day.

“There were negative re¬ 
sponses. In Soho, someone ac¬ 
tually made up a Xerox 
poster which they systemati¬ 
cally and carefully placed 
over our posters — even mim¬ 
icking the style — saying 
‘Please don’t pollute our pub¬ 
lic space with your need to 
justify yourself. Thank you.’ 
And there was another one 
that said ‘Pride is the sin and 
cometh before the fall.’ But 
for the most part the reaction 
as been extremely positive. 

“We also paste up trucks 
and stuff. The first truck we 
did, we thought the poster 
would never stay up. Then, 
weeks later, waiting on a cor¬ 
ner, that truck passed with 
the Fierce Pussy poster on it, 
fluttering a little in the wind. 

Flexibility 

“Fierce Pussy doesn’t take 
all that much of each of our 
time. When we formed we 
agreed that we didn’t want a 
regular weekly meeting. We 
talked about meeting once or 
twice a month and we do 
something at every meeting—

Fast and cheap. (Speak for 
yourself.) One image has al¬ 
ready appeared on a postcard 
for sale, but for us any sort of 
merchandising would compli¬ 
cate the process. The one big- 
money thing we’ve wanted to 
do is a billboard. We also 
want to make real metal 
street signs like the ones we 
made for Gay Pride Week for 
$85, like Adrienne Rich 
Street, and hang them perma¬ 
nently, which would cost 
about $700. 

“There’s an incredibly in¬ 
adequate representation or 
discussion of what women go 
through emotionally and sex¬ 
ually in their lives, whether 
they be lesbians or not. So we 
definitely have a wide open 
territory in terms of work 
that we make as individuals

They become engaged, but 
Adam continues to sow his 
wild and restless oats, even 
impregnating the jealous, self¬ 
ish, shallow Birdie, as Neoma 
returns home, where she was 
happiest, to die. 


Redon’s graceful writing 
evokes the period and the in¬ 
ner life of the gentle creature 
who is his protagonist. 

Redon closes his “After¬ 
word” by stating that “in 
many ways I see this novel 
not just as Neoma’s story, but 
as my own. Her life helps to 
remind me that sooner or lat¬ 
er we will all — youngor old — 
be just ashes, that everything 
fades away, and that perhaps 
it is for the best. Willa 
Cather once wrote, ‘That 
must be happiness; to be dis¬ 
solved into something com¬ 
plete and great.’ Thinking of 
Neoma, I cannot help but be¬ 
lieve that death must truly be 
its own spectacular reward.”

A series of Facility 
Sites by Matthew 
Barney makes for an 
intriguing and provo¬ 
cative new show, on view at 
the San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art through Feb. 9. 

Art has become very tac¬ 
tile of late. The chill winds of 
a refrigerator and the evoca¬ 
tive aroma of Ben Gay waft 
their way into the receiver’s 
sensibility throughout the 
course of this exhibition. 

Sexuality is now flagrant 
and arch. The butch asceti¬ 
cism of ’50s abstract expres¬ 
sionists gave way to the coy 
and fey fanny-shaking of the 
Pop school which, in turn, 
yielded to the political up¬ 
heavals of Joseph Beuys. SF 
MOMA’s next big show 
promises unrelentingly de¬ 
tailed views of Jeff Koons’ 
hard-ons — as we speak it’s 
wowing them at New York’s 
Sonnabend Gallery. 

Now a younger set of 
trendy pacers has combined 
the in-your-face shock of ’60s 
camp with the masculinist 
cult of aggressive defiance: 
Queer has mated with Ener¬ 
gy- 

Twenty-four-year-old 
Matthew Barney, fresh from 
Yale Art School, has already 
scored the cover of Art Fo¬ 
rum. He moonlights as a J 
Crew model, played football in 
school, and is now conquering 
the Art World. What a Clark 
Kent! 

In the performance-video- 
sculpture components of this 
Vito Acconci- and Chris Bur¬ 
den-derived assemblage, Bar¬ 
ney explores with muted 
vengeance the gender-flux ob¬ 
sessions associated with 
American Sports. 

Outside the rotunda, on 
the museum’s fourth floor, 
are four rooms containing 
four set pieces. Most crucial 
are the videos that face each 
other at equidistant height. 
Video I is four minutes and 
meticulously storyboarded. 
Video II is forty minutes and 
of much looser input — al¬ 
though after ten outings of 
Video I, it should cue up 
again. 

Video Diva 

Video I is called Delay of 
Game and consists of the 
artist in ’40s white-gloved, tur- 
baned and swimsuited drag— 
very Lana Turner in The 
Postman Always Rings 
Twice, attacking a football 
blocking post while tossing a 
pearl (as ball). There is also 
some skeet shooting. 

Video II is monickered 
Mile High Threshold: Flight 
of the Anal Sadistic Warrior. 
Again the artist is the fea¬ 
tured performer and Barney 
is nude save for climbing 
gear. While standing on the 
football-uniformed chest of a 
surrogate Jim Otto, Barney’s 


boyhood hero, Barney inserts 
rubber-coated titanium ice 
screws into his mouth and 
anus. The artist/performer 
then proceeds to feign a climb 
to the top of the museum 
space, with a deadpanned 
thrusting and straining that 
parodies masculine striving. 

The Refrigerator Room, a 
walk-in cooler, contains a 
Vaselined incline bench press 
and is entitled Transexualis. 
The largest space is devoted 
to a huge orange wrestling 
mat, cotton socks, a specially 
devised and executed Pyrex 
tube, and an Olympic curl bar. 

The final room is graced 
with complimentary pho¬ 
tographs of Barney in his tur- 
baned drag and Otto on the 
football field above him. 
There are also a petroleum 
jelly-cast eight-pound dumb¬ 
bell, a full-body harness, inter¬ 
nally lubricated self-threading 
flight blocks and binding 
belts. 

There’s an interplay be¬ 
tween all the suggestive 
sports’ fields (football, swim¬ 


ming, skeet, mountain and 
iceberg climbing) and the 
gear for the protection of the 
body, which works equally 
well for its penetration (Vase¬ 


line, lubricating jelly, screws, 
bars and hooks). 

Backfield in Motion 

This sets in motion a com¬ 


parison between the hetero- 
sexualist obsession with foot¬ 
ball in particular, and sports 
in general, with Barney’s

ACT UP/Golden Gate shared 
a table in the lobby where 
they sold T-shirts and buttons, 
handed out condoms, and ed¬ 
ucated interested audience 
members (of which there 
were many) about AIDS, safe 
sex, HIV testing and needle 
exchange. 

The story of how Bragg 
got hooked-up with the San 
Francisco ACT UPs is so 
amazing, it simply couldn’t 
have happened with any of 
the more self-righteously po¬ 
litical musical artists. 

Local activist Kathleen 
O’Hara heard Bragg perform 


a song he wrote for ACT UP 
at a concert held in Belfast on 
the day Margaret Thatcher re¬ 
signed. Intrigued, O’Hara fina¬ 
gled her way backstage and 
talked to Bragg. She was 
“struck by how incredibly 
committed and sincere he 
was politically.” O’Hara made 
a promise to herself to try 
and connect Bragg with ACT 
UP in San Francisco if he 
ever came to the Bay Area. 

O’Hara contacted Bragg’s 
record company (Elektra) 
about doing something with 
ACT UP, while approaching 
both ACT UPs about doing 
something with Bragg. Every¬ 
body was enthusiastic about 
the idea, so she continued to 
correspond with Elektra. 
Then Bragg’s manager called 
her out of the blue and said 


they would love to do some¬ 
thing to support ACT UP. 
Bragg previously worked 
with ACT UP/NYC and was 
eager to do the same with the 
San Francisco ACT UPs. 

It was too late to stage a 
benefit, so Bragg agreed to 
feature ACT UP at his 
Warfield performance and 
plug the needle exchange pro¬ 
gram sponsored by Preven¬ 
tion Point and ACT UP/SF. 
Bragg was particularly inter¬ 
ested in the issue of needle 
exchange because it’s legal in 
Great Britain. He couldn’t un¬ 
derstand why Americans 
were so puritanical about it. 

No Scrooge 

Bragg was as good as his 
word. He set up ACT UP in 
the lobby of the Warfield and 


encouraged people to be gen¬ 
erous in giving money to 
ACT UP and Prevention 
Point on their way out of the 
concert. Bragg also donated 
some of his own money to 
ACT UP. 

O’Hara says that Bragg, 
Elektra and Bill Graham 
Productions were incredibly 
helpful, and she’s grateful 
they helped make the evening 
such a success. But nothing 
would have happened at all if 
O’Hara hadn’t had the idea in 
the first place. 

The Disposable Heroes of 
Hiphoprisy and American 
Music Club opened for Bragg. 
American Music Club, cur¬ 
rent faves on the college-mu¬ 
sic radio circuit, were good, 
but the Disposable Heroes 
blew me away. They were

fantastic, which should have 
been expected, since several 
band members were in the 
Beatnigs, one of my favorite 
bands during the ’80s. ▼

I Want Your Face could 
be a valuable makeup manual 
for the pre-pubescent if 
Starr’s recommendations 
weren’t so obtuse. His eye¬ 
brow-graphing and “burnish¬ 
ing” techniques are practical. 
But when he delves into the 
mysteries of the ‘Aesthetic 
Triangle,” or tries to differen¬ 
tiate between tint, tone and 
shade, the reader will proba¬ 
bly be left with a severe case 
of “Say what?” The novice 
might also be somewhat in¬ 
timidated by Starr’s insis¬ 
tence that a makeup kit con¬ 
tain no less than 12 different 
brushes made from sable, 
camel, goat or ox hair. 

There is probably a good 
deal of useful information 
contained in I Want Your 
Face, but it would take more 
than my college stage make¬ 
up course and occasional Hal¬ 
loween escapades to evaluate 
this seriously. I can say that if 
a working woman who gets 
up at 6 a.m. does everything 
Starr recommends before 
leaving the house, she should 
arrive at the office shortly be¬ 
fore lunch. 

The best part of Starr’s 
work is his capacity for seem¬ 
ingly unconscious self-revela¬ 
tion. You can be absolutely 
certain Starr is telling the 
truth when he remarks, 
“Sometimes, I see makeup 
and wonder, ‘What was she 
thinking when she put that 
face on?’ ” (Funny, that’s ex¬ 
actly what I thought when I 
first saw Starr’s poster.) And 
you can’t help but imagine a 
prissy Jazz Age granny, arms 
akimbo, in the way Starr reg¬ 
isters his disgust with the con¬ 
dition of most women’s make¬ 
up kits by remarking, “Good 
night, nurse!” 

Do It Twice for Fun 

But nothing quite equals 
his solution for the nagging, 
embarrassing, earth-shaking 
problem of lipstick stains on 
the teeth. Evidently, a little 
preventative maintenance is 
all that’s required. 

After applying lipstick you 
“open wide and put your in¬ 
dex finger in your mouth. 
Close your mouth around 
your finger, then pull it out 
firmly. It’s fun! ... Do it twice 
for best results.” 

Where and how Starr ac¬ 
quired this pearl of wisdom, 
I’ll leave to your imagination. 
But if your curiosity gets the 
best of you, try calling The 
Master himself. To facilitate 
orders for this long-awaited 
contribution to the visual arts, 
Starr has installed his own 
800 number. ▼

marked that it was particular¬ 
ly “appropriate that those of 
us who usually don’t make 
much money from our own 
work are able to help raise it 
for someone else.” 

Kovick will be showing an¬ 
other side of her talent by 
reading several of her stories. 

Pat Califia, a former IV 
drug user, calls its use “a big 
closet in the gay and lesbian 
community. There’s more (IV 
drug) use than people ac¬ 
knowledge. We’re all entitled 
to education and health pre¬ 
vention.” She cites Prevention 
Point as one of the ways in 
which “Draconian drug laws 
and foolish social policy” can 
be fought. 

“We can’t really fight 
AIDS without dealing with 
IV drug use. While it’s really 
a nice idea to get everybody 
into treatment, the fact is, 
junkies don’t get into treat¬ 
ment. When you give people 
a clean needle you save lives.”

queer invasion of this arena 
and his commentary/exegesis 
on it. 

I don’t want to give the im¬ 
pression Barney is “sending 
up” all this beer-guzzling 
mentality. To a certain extent, 
he embraces it in the artist’s 
traditional role of crusading, 
pioneering, wandering cre¬ 
ator. To Barney, perhaps the 
shifts are not so black and 
white. The American hetero¬ 
sexual male’s fanatical para¬ 
noia about anal penetration is 
offset by Barney’s keen em¬ 
brace of the autoerotic possi¬ 
bilities of sports gear. 

This is not a Tom of Fin¬ 
land locker room fantasy so 
much as a Mishima/Hitler 
Youth homage to the artist as 
vessel of the pure and firm. 

Check it out for yourself. 
In the art world’s perennial 
rush for the new, Barney has 
certainly made a splash at a 
very tender age. His work is 
decisive and assured, deft and 
startling. It’s also cold, pedan¬ 
tic and determinedly unlove¬ 
ly-^

Trojans Struggle 
To Even Out Season

After a stunning debut in 
the Berkeley Recreational 
Flag Football League, a big 
45-12 win, the San Francisco 
Trojans now find themselves 
with a 1-3 record and strug¬ 
gling to salvage their first sea¬ 
son in the East Bay league. 

“We’re actually playing 
well, but it’s taken us awhile 
to get used to the pace of the 
Berkeley League,” says Tro¬ 
jan Coach Gary Thompson. 
“Our style of play wasn’t 
geared to their rule allowing 
all players to be eligible to re¬ 
ceive a pass.” 

But Thompson believes 
the Trojans have finally made 
the necessary adjustments 
and are on the verge of re¬ 
turning to their previous win¬ 
ning ways. 

“We hope to finish with a 
3-3 record and maybe make it 
into the playoffs,” he says. 

One thing that has been 
hurting the Trojans is the in¬ 
stability of their quarterback 
position. Tom Martini made a 
fine showing in the debut 
win, but failed to appear for 
the Trojans’ second game, 
where Mike Rios stepped in 
and did a creditable job in a 
losing effort. Martini returned 
amid controversy for the next 
game and hasn’t been back 
since. 

In the Trojans’ last effort, 
against the Magnificent Sev¬ 
en, defensive lineman 
Richard Lieboff stepped into 
the quarterbacking duties and 
did “a fantastic job,” accord¬ 
ing to Thompson. Lieboff 
showed off his “arm” with 
two spectacular touchdown 
passes to teammate Rios, one 
a 40-yarder and the other 
traveling for 60 yards. The 
Lieboff-Rios duo proved to be 
a dynamite offensive combi¬ 
nation for the Trojans, ac¬ 
counting for 24 points. 

Going into the final games 
of the season, the Trojans 
should be back to full 
strength as seasoned first- 
string quarterback Matt Hen¬ 



dricks returns to the Trojan 
lineup. Hendricks had been 
unable to attend any games 
because of commitments to 
graduate school, but now 
hopes to take the Trojans into 
the playoffs. 


“Everything’s finally com¬ 
ing together,” a hopeful 
Thompson concluded.

were meant to. If Geffen’s 
ethnic roots were similarly 
mocked he might have been 
forced by fellow moguls to 
rein-in rampant anti- 
Semitism. But no such good¬ 
will seems to protect gays. I 
hope the AC-DC Geffen loses 
a bundle on this bomb.

This has been a big year 
for robbing Vincente Minnel¬ 
li’s grave. First was the excru¬ 
ciating Dogfight, an unac¬ 
knowledged ripoff of The 
Clock. Now comes a more 
straightforward pilfering in 
the form of Father of the 
Bride. Steve Martin manages 
a few nimble bits of slapstick, 
but seems almost embarrassed 
at his own perfunctory read¬ 
ing of the original screen¬ 
play’s lines. Even worse is the 
direction given Dianne 
Keaton. With a nonstop de¬ 
mented grin, her mug-and- 
shrug tour de force brings to 
mind a fugitive from a loony 
bin. 

Martin Short can give in¬ 
terviews until he’s blue in the 
face denying that his charac¬ 
ter Frank (pronounced as in 
Cesar Franck) is gay, but 
that’s not what the audience 
perceived at a promotional 
screening earlier this week. 
Short’s Wedding Coordinator 
is a flamboyant swish of inde¬ 
terminate nationality. His as¬ 
sistant, Howard Weinstein, is 
also a faggelah — played by 
Asian actor B.D. Wong, in 
what is either a coup of gen¬ 
der-blind casting or simply a 
cheap laugh. 

The quasi-European/“yel- 
low-peril” presentation of 
these characters is essential to 
the distancing tactics of the 
filmmakers. These gays are 
the ’90s equivalent of the 
black maids and porters of 
Hollywood’s Golden Age. 
They are queer aliens, cast as 
menials and denied three-di¬ 
mensional lives of their own. 

None of the film’s families 
— Steve Martin’s brood, his fu¬ 
ture in-laws, or hundreds of 
relatives — has any gay mem¬ 
bers. No friends of the bride 
or groom are gay. None of 
Martin’s 100 workers in his 
factory is identified as gay. 
The only gay people in this 
universe are Franklin Pang- 
born pansies, the objects of 
semi-affectionate ridicule with 
no apparent amorous inclina¬ 
tions of their own. 

Father of the Bride sinks 
under the weight of tedious 
heterosexual bonding and ba¬ 
nal sentimentality. As with 
Hook, the gay characters are 
denied membership in the 
universe of the loving family.
